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McLaughlin on 


Superbikes, Daytona 
and DRYORK...

A high-spirited veteran road racer, 


Steve 


McLaughlin has made a point of confirming 
his convictions both on and off the track. He’s 
controversial, determined and entitled to his 
opinions, just like anyone else. On the subject 
of Superbtke racing, the most exciting concept 
of progress in American road racing today, 


McLaughlin is a qualified expert. 


To fully 


understand the changes that are about to take 
place on our concrete grids of tomorrow, you 
have to understand the motives. There ts a 
very simple justification. If you want to get in 
on the ground floor, you go directly to the 
source. Get comfortable and, go ahead, get 
involved. We're about to give you proof that 
all road racing need not be created equal. 


Where did the Superbike class come 
from? 

This class was created by many of us 
who raced locally (in California) with 
the AFM. We had this thing called the 
“Norton Gang” with Simmons, 
Manley and Kirker; I raced the Honda 
and there was John McGillivary and 
Johnnie's BSA and Reggie on another 
Norton. We all raced together just 
before Daytona, and after a couple of 


years of being real competitive we all 
got together and said, look guys, 
Daytona’s coming up and we race so 
hard that sometimes we get hurt. Why 
don’t we all ride together, -make a big 
show out of the deal, and on the last 
lap whoever wins, wins. That way, it’s 
real close, it'll look real good to the 
spectators, no one will ever know the 
difference. 

So. we started this little program in 





production racing, as per the local 
rules, which were always a little loose.. 
But, at the same time; I was watching 
Class “C” and the advent of the big 
bore two-stroke had come in. We had 
gone farther and farther away from 
what the format of AMA racing had 
been, which was called Class “C” 
(which basically means production 
based racing machines that can be 
modified by the tuner). We went into 
factory produced specialty racing 
machines, i.e., the Yamaha 750. You 
could immediately see, with the cost, 
and the decline of the other 
manufacturers, because the Yamaha 
was so competitive ‘and the 
development cost for a Kawasaki or a 
Suzuki to get into that category was so 
high, that soon we would have one 
brand dominated class. 

Now, from a racer’s standpoint, 
that's great. Everybody's on the same 
thing. I think you'll note that probably 
the 10 fastest road racers in the world 
on big bikes come from this country: 
Excluding possibly Barry Sheene, Will 
Hartog, Johnny Cecotto, and one or 
two other Europeans. The top 10 
fastest guys are here — which has 
happened because of what Yamaha 
did. 

Well, back to the story. We noticed, 
back at the races, that when we raced 
these things, everybody would come 
out of the pits: Local race guys who 
were usually tuning and talking were 
out on the grid watching us doing 
these incredible things. And, of 
course, the early superbikes handled 
real ferocious. You did huge tank 
slappers and jumped off the ground, 
all sorts of crazy things! That's what it 
was all about. They came to see that. 

Actually, motorcycling has always 
been. high performance oriented. If 
one looks at a study of what sells now, 
they'll see the highest volume seller is 
in the big bore models — the 750cc 
and up category. People want the high 
performance bike. So, we had a 
natural thing here. Ron Grant, who 
was involved with the AFM, and I 
started talking and we agreed that the 
250cc class had been dying for many 
years. Road racing needed a support, 
plus an option in case the 750’s didn’t 
work out. This thing was 
fundamentally closer to Class “C”, so 
we sat down and wrote up a bunch of 
rules for what we called “Superbike 
racing.’ 

Why is this category called Superbike 
“Production” racing? 

You’ve got to understand the 
terminology here — this is a mistake 
on the part of the AMA. 

The AMA took our rules and 
immediately turned them into 
Production racing. They said the bikes 
had to be “stock.” But, the problem 
with “stock” type rules is that all the 
engine designs are real similar. Suzuki, 
Kawasaki, Yamaha, and Honda are 
all four cylinder, double overhead 
cam bikes. But in stock form they may 
have many restrictions on them that 
you don’t have when you're allowed to 
modify them — which can make them 
equal — as evidenced by the first two 
years of Superbike where the Z1 totally 
dominated when it was production 
category. It was the quickest bike in 
that displacement size. Slowly, but 
surely, the AMA came around to the 
rules which we had originally written. 
In fact, this year, with the carburetion 
rule change, they finally came up to 
the initial rules that were written five 
years ago where we allowed more 
stroke change and the tuner options. 

Now when they changed to the title 
“Superbike Production” racing, in the 
third year of Superbike racing, that 
was when they allowed the bore to 
come up to 1000cc. They allowed you 
to alter the bore/stroke ratio. A twin 
cylinder four-stroke, for example, at 


750cc, when boosted to. 1000cc, had.a _ .|. 


better power to weight ratio. That’s 
the advantage. A twin motorcycle 
should be lighter than a four cylinder 
motorcycle. And given parity in 
displacement, it’s able to produce a 
competitive win. If anyone looks back 
at the record, they can see as soon as 
we altered that rule, we had six races 
and five winners on five different 
brands of motorcycles because it 
allowed those tuner options. 


A great backlog of people who used 
to-race in the AMA, the four-stroke 
geniuses that built Class “C”, removed 
themselves from road racing around 
1973 because the two-strokes came in. 
They fought very hard to keep the two- 
strokes out. They wanted to put 
limited gas tanks and smaller 
carburetors on them in an effort to 
maintain parity. When that didn’t 
happen, they withdrew, as well as the 
dealer support which has 
fundamentally always been the 
backbone of racing in America. When 
everyone races a Yamaha, like in my 
situation — how can I go to a 
Kawasaki dealer and get support to 
race a Yamaha in the 750cc class? Or a 
Suzuki dealer, or a Honda dealer — 
it's impossible. Now, Superbike offers 
you that alternative. Every brand is 
representative with a very good 
amount of parity. 

This year, we tried desperately to 
have 1000cc GP machines be allowed 
to run in the 750cc category. Unre- 
stricted, 1000cc production based 
machines, set up as road racers with 
fairings, clip ons, etc. Not production 
bikes, but road racing bikes. They 
didn’t go for that. They felt there 
would be tire problems. Those of us 
who have raced Superbikes now for 
five years expressed our opinions that 
our experience was, in fact, that the 
four-stroke has, several advantages 
when it comes to tire wear, which is a 
major issue at Daytona. One, the 
power pulses of the four-stroke in a 
torque curve is infinitely smoother 
than a two cycle. Secondly, because of 
its inherent heaviness, it has an 
advantage. 

The major problem at Daytona 
regarding tire wear, is the fact that the 
Yamahas are so light and they have so 
much horsepower that they get wheel 
spin. That overheats the tire. We 
expressed this, but obviously this 
opinion wasn’t heard by the AMA staff 
who turned the proposal down. 

Since we wouldn't be restricting the 
class by going to a smaller displace- 
ment, we don’t have that AMA two- 
year limitation rule since we were 
actually opening it up. We felt this 
would be very competitive and in lieu 
of Formula One racing in England, 
which they have now, which is just an 
emulation of our Superbike class 
carried to the GP step. This class has 
become the second most popular series 
in England in just one year: We also 
felt this would give use a better tie in 
and draw more Europeans, which 
unfortunately haven’t been as present 
in our fields as we would like. They 
don’t have the option on the equip- 
ment or the cost factor — Yamahas 
are much more expensive there than 
here, plus transportation costs and the 
fact that we don’t pay start money. 

But, back to the name Superbike 
“Production.” That's a big argument 
that the Superbike riders have had 
with the AMA now for five years. They 
persist on calling it “Production.” It is 
not “Production,” it is Class “C” 
racing. It isa Production based motor- 
cycle that is modified. And as long as 
they retain that term “Production” in 
there, there's this mass confusion when 
you get to the races. 

Half the people think they're stock 
bikes and are totally shocked when 
they see them. The other half think 
they're Superbikes — Class “C” bikes. 
Its a matter of terminology and the 





AMA should correct this. At our last 
road racing meeting it was recom- 
mended that they drop that term 
“Production” but they’ve obviously 
refused to do so. 

Superbike racing is designed to 
emulate NASCAR or Funny Cars at 
the drag races. You have a machine 
that from 10 feet away looks like what 
you already have or what you would 
buy. We finally got them to change 
the muffler rule (and that took two 
years). Anyone who buys a Zl] has a 
Kirker or a Bassani or a Denco or a 
Russ Collins pipe on it. So why 


shouldn’t we race with those pipes? If — 


we do, then those people will come in 
and put up money for us to race. 
That’s the beauty of Superbike racing. 

Another thing people overlook is the 
sound. A lot of the draw to racing is 
the noise, the emotion, the primeval 
picture you get from the four-strokes. 
One cannot help but like the sound. 
The thought of the new six cylinder 
Honda, which unfortunately has not 
been approved by the AMA to 
Superbike racing, the thought of that 
bike with two collectors on it, or the 
sound of that Suzuki ripping the air 
with that four-stroke power — it’s like 
being in a Formula One race. That 
noise is phenomenal and it’s a big part 
of our racing. That’s why many years 
ago I fought stringently against the 
AMA when they put mufflers on it. I 
can understand them muffling dirt 
racing because many times those areas 
are near homes where noise would be a 
bother. But if race cars are not 
muffled, and we run on race car 
tracks, then we shouldn't be muffled. 
However, at the dBA level we're at, we 
still get a nice tone. 


How many riders are now involved 
in the Superbike class? 

At Laguna Seca we had a larger entry 
than the F750 class. Our starting grid 
was about 39 or 40 riders. At Daytona 
last year they had 60 riders, or maybe 
more, And we're going to see more 
and more because of the support 
available. You have dealers and small 
distributors who can take a bike and 
go toa Yoshimura, for example, and 
spend $2000-$3000 getting the head, 
piston, cam, crank, whatever the 
components, bolted in, make a few 
frame modifications, and they're on 
the race track. Granted, the best 
Superbike, the Yoshimura bike, and 
one must be honest — they won five of 
the six races last year so let’s say they 
are the best — the bike I had, the 
bike Wester rode, cost comparable to 
a Yamaha 750, about $10,000 to 
build. But for the average guy, you're 
really looking at somewhere about 
$5,000. They can put a set of wheels 
on it, do a little frame modification, 
get some engine parts — it’s a $5000 
hit. So it’s cheaper than a Yamaha, 
and not only is it cheaper, there are 
hundreds of outlets available for free 
work and sponsorship. 

One example is head work. You 
don’t have to go to a two-stroke 
specialist. You go to a guy who does V- 
8's, Indy cars or Ford racing cars, get 
your stuff done, and they'll sponsor 
you: Valves, for example; there are 
hundreds of areas where sponsorship is 
now available through the Superbike 
category that’s not available to us in 
road racing. And the aftermarket 
people. Who makes aftermarket 
shocks for an OW31 Yamaha? 
Yamaha. No one else does. And it’s a 
monoshock on top of it. It’s only one 
shock where the majority of street 
* bikes are dual shocks. Now we have 
the option of Mulholland, S & W, 
Koni, hundreds of others where they'll 
come in and get involved. Koni was 
involved with Baldwin's Moto Guzzi. 
They don’t sell 50 or 60 @W31s a year, 
but how many Zls are on the road, 
how many 750s? 


If an average guy owned a Zl and 





wanted to go Superbike racing, 
realistically speaking, wouldn’t it 
still cost quite a lump to be 
competitive? r 

No racing, whether its AFM local 
racing or AMA National racing, is 
cheap. Racing costs money. But the 
ability to get offset by just being a 
rider, rather than a promoter or a 
salesman, is very great when compared 
to the F750 class which is highly 
limited. It’s also interesting to note, 
that we've developed incredible riders: 
Baldwin, Schlachter, Singleton, 
Aksland, Cooley, I can name about a 
dozen guys on a world market (we 
demolished them at Imola last year 
and there were still other guys here 
who were capable and could have gone 
— that was only part of our group of 
“fast guys”). We have produced, with 
very small purse money and revenues, 
these racers and they are all running 
on total deficit spending. They are 
spending way more, than what the 
potential is. 

After the AMA meeting, Boyce had 
the read out on what everybody made 
and we were going over it. Last year, I 
don’t know many Nationals he won, 
but I think it was three out of the five 


or six available, Mike Baldwin grossed 
$11,000 from the AMA. 

Was that purse money only or did 
that include contingency money as 
well? 

I think, when the AMA posts it, that’s 
all the money they've paid out, so that 
would include contingency money that 
they administer. The AMA 
administers the majority of the 
contingency money. Now I did three 
races last year and my gross income 
was about $6,000 from the AMA. 
That just goes to show — here's the 
most successful road racer in the U.S. 
winning $11,000 which doesn’t equate 
to the cost of equipment and spare 
parts. Baldwin wasn’t a sponsored 
rider, either. That’s the problem. 
Most of these guys are pushing ahead 
on their own and either going in the 
hole or maybe getting some support 
somewhere; whether it’s family 
support, or someone like Taylor White 
who owns a construction company and 
likes road racing. But we have very 
few of those good-hearted people. 
How much would it cost to prepare 
for a season of serious Superbike 
racing? 


You could probably do the whole year, 
including transportation and 
accommodations on a Superbike effort 
only — and I’m not talking about 
going to the max, max — spending all 
the R&D money to have the fastest 
bike, etc., but I would say you could 
get by on $25,000 a year. That’s not 
bad either. I spent $40,000 to do a 
Yamaha and if you notice, I don't 
have a 750 ride this year. I’m not going 
to flush $40,000 with a chance of 
making $5,900. It’s not going to 
happen. I'll ride Superbike. I get paid 
well to ride Superbike. Kawasaki's put 
up a very good bonus system for the 
events. They've realized the value and 
I think that’s a major issue here. I 
think by 1980 it’s going to be the 
strongest category we have. 

Kawasaki has a team of three 
directly supported riders; myself, Reg 
Pridmore and Mike Baldwin. Now, 
I'm not elgible for the Kawasaki bonus 
money, however, anybody else who 
enters a Kawasaki is. As far as the 
bonus money goes, if you're riding a 
Kawasaki and you win, you get 
$10,000 for Daytona and I think 
$5,000 for the others; except for 
Laguna Seca which I think is worth 





$10,000. You get $15,000 if you win 
the series championship. I think 
they've made a tremendous effort. 

Suzuki also has a contingency 
program, but theirs works within the 
sight of the AMA. Suzuki has $2,000 
up for Daytona and I think it’s $1,500 
for the others, except Laguna, which I 
believe is $2,000 also. I’m not sure if 
they have championship title money, 
but obviously Suzuki sees the value of 
the Superbike class, and who else to see 
it better than them? Their sales are 
very indicative of their perférmance 
on the track. 


Is there a greater safety factor in the 
Superbike class? 

Well, I think in the five years we've 
run the, category, we've proved the 
safety’s there. One big concern, when 
we went away from the four-strokes in 
the early 70's, was that in those days 
the machines were a lot less reliable. 
They carried a lot more oil than what 
we carry now and oil was a big factor. 
Now it is not a big factor. I do not 
know of any individual that has 
crashed in Superbike racing due to oil 
coming out of anybody’s bike. 
Whereas Baldwin supposedly got off at 
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Laconia due to oil off the breather of | 


Springsteen's Harley. But I don’t know 


if that was true or false. I don’t even. 


want to venture a guess one way or the 
other. But that instance has been very 
low. The caliber of riders has been 
difficult. The AMA has had to bend 
certain rules because we needed to 
build the class initially. 

What do you mean by “bending” 
rules? 

Well, maybe not 
They had to make concessions to 
outside sanctioning bodies as far as 
licensing due to the AMA’s different 
licensing system. Many people were 
qualified to ride in Superbike, but 
they didn’t have AMA cards. 
Fortuntely, they allowed, through 
representatives to the committees, 
these people to be moved up to where 
they could ride Superbikes. Superbike 
specialists in other organizations were 
allowed to get at the initial stages. 
Now they've cut this down because it’s 
not necessary. The local clubs showed 
a lot of constraint and judgement. 
They had to send letters of acknowledge- 
ment saying that this person was at a 
certain performance level, etc. The 
riders I’ve approved, from Cook 
Neilsen several years ago, forward, 
those people were really researched on 
my part, on the AMA’s part, as well as 
on the local club level. It was a nice 
tie-in. It put the AMA closer to the 
local club level, and it gave us more 
riders in the field. 

The majority of the Class “C” riders, 

or the Grand National Championship 
circuit riders, because there are no 
points and very minimal purses until 
the past few years, have had no 
necessity to ride in the Superbike 
category. That’s why you see very few 
of them there. I think we’re going to 
see a big turn around in the next year 
and a half. I think we'll see more of the 
Grand National riders on production 
bikes. Not to say Aldana never was. If 
you remember, he won Daytona on the 
Dale Star machine. I think that was 
the first year of Superbike racing. ` 
Although it’s a relatively new form 
of an old sport, Superbike racing 
appears to be the best thing that’s 
happened to road racing in a long 
time. 
It’s simply due to the marketing 
involved. I think the industry was 
under the impression they were in the 
commuter business. They've realized 
they're not. They're in the leisure 
time, recreational vehicle business. 
The key issue to motorized sales in that 
area is performance. Now we're seeing 
a whole host of very technically sophis- 
ticated, very good machines coming 
out of the manufacturers. 

I'm sure that within the year we will 
see a Yamaha come out that will be 
eligible to ride in Superbike. In other 
words, their shaft drive right now is 
really not viable. I have a feeling they 
will develop something, whether they 
take an existing machine and alter it 
with a chain mechanism or a superior 
shaft drive. They see the value of it. 
Yamaha's a very strong racing 
organization. 

Honda, on the other hand, is more 
conservative than the rest because 
they're the biggest. I think they're 
setting back still, but one more year 
and I believe we'll see them race. 
Their new CB 750 is an excellent 
machine. I think it would make an 
excellent Superbike racing machine. I 
think we'll see certain private people 
have them this year, not with any 
factory support, developing them and 
maybe next year the factory will step 
in. It’s intelligent marketing sense. 

My family’s been in the motorsports 
business one way or another for three 
generations. Historically, from Detroit 
automobile manufacturers, to 
airplane people, to boat makers, 
racing sells the product. On the

bottom line, if everything you are 
doing doesn’t work, if you go out and 
win a race people are going to buy 
your product because it’s superior. 
Performance superiority sells things. 
Plus, what sells tickets at races? What 
kinds of motorcycles are on the track is 
what sells those tickets. If Kenny 
Roberts, who is probably the best road 
racer in the world, came to Laguna 
Seca and they only had 8,100 
spectators, that would mean that 

category isn’t drawing any people. We 
must realize our names aren't drawing 
them either. 

People are loyal to what they own. If 
they’re a Honda man, they're a Honda 
man. If they're a Suzuki man, they're a 
Suzuki man. And they want to come 
see those things race. We haven't been 
giving them that. We've been giving 
them the same thing year in and year 
out. That, unfortunately, is due in 
part to the lack of leadership in the 
AMA in the sense that no change is 
better than taking a chance of making 
a mistake. The Superbike proposal to 
allow the four-strokes to run against 
the Yamaha is five years old. It has 
been submitted five years in a row, 
under two directors, under five 
different changes in the AMA Board 
of Trustees, and it has not progressed. 
I think they are afraid of change. Of 
course, lately, they've made some 
changes in the hierarchy that I think 
they felt they eoD burned on. They got 
a few people that just didn’t work out, 
so they're probably even more conser- 
vative than usual, just to make sure. 

So you feel that AMA’s conservative 
attitude has slowed progress in the 
entire road racing field? 

I tend to agree that it does. I sat in on 
an AMA road race ocmmittee meeting 
right after the AMA banquet last year. 
Normally there are five members on 
that committee: Bob Hansen, Gavin 
Trippe, Kevin Cameron, the com- 
missioner and myself; Bob Barker 
comes to represent sidecars. At this 
particular meeting we invited all the 
manufacturers. Everyone sent a 
representative but Yamaha — why, I 
don't know. I put forth a proposal that 
would enable the 1000ccs to run 
against the 750s. A rather detailed, in 
depth proposal, 20 pages, showing the 
marketing analysis, the reason and 
logic behind this, the history of 
AMA's road racing in areas where they 
had succeeded: and areas where they 
had failed. Included in that meeting 
was Fugio Yoshimura, Pierre 
desRoches, Reg Pridmore and Mike 
Baldwin. We had rider 
representatives, aftermarket 
representatives and factory representa- 
a Of the 20 some people that were 





there, it was voted unanimously, all 
but one person, to allow them to run 
together this year. Yet we're . not 


running. Yet in that meeting many_ 


people saw the advantages. 

The emphasis I see’in Superbike is 
that it is a return to Class “C”. In its 
hey day, the early '70s, Class “C” drew 
the biggest crowds Daytona ever saw. 
That’s what we want to bring back. 
But we have a bunch of 
contradictions. We have two-stroke 
people and the four-stroke people 
tried to keep them out. Now the two- 
stroke people want to keep the four- 
stroke people out because it means an 
end to their era. 


Is that why Yamaha wasn’t repre- 
sented at the meeting? 

No, I think Yamaha didn't show up 
because they really have no options. 
They wouldn't probably feel en- 
dangered by having the 1000ccs run 
against them. They have Kenny and a 
lot of the odds are in their favor. But 
they don’t have any equipment. 

I raced against Kenny Clark a long 
time ago.. He’s a good man; he’s a fair 
man. I think he wants to do right for 
the sport, I've worked with the AMA 
Board of Trustees for a long time and 
I. have yet to find a major 
manufacturer come to those 
committee meetings and attempt to 
sway things to their benefit. They are 
there to attempt to benefit the sport. 
In some areas I disagree with them in 
the fact that they're rather absentee 
management. They have other jobs to 
do. 

At one time the Board of Trustees 
was overviewed by the manufacturers 
but the racing managers really ran the 
AMA. The AMA was primarily a 
racing organization. When that 
occurred we had a pec good rules 
set-up because all those people were 
current with what was going on. They 
knew what was happening, so they 
changed the rules accordingly. 

Ultimately, when March left, all 
these things changed. They became 
staff functions. And in some areas it’s 
difficult to say how qualified the staff 
might be to be making statements, 
They. don’t have that much racing 
experience in those areas, in road 
racing particularly. 

The sad thing is that so many good. 
people have put forth suggestions and 
concepts that are totally viable, but 
they aren't heard. I feel many times 
that I'm in a position where I can’t just 
roll over. If I see something I don’t 
agree with, I say I don’t agree witht. I 
feel I have the right to do that. I pay 
my own way. I don’t have big sponsors, 
I make it on my own. It’s my dollar out 
there, and it’s my life on the line. 

Unlike many people, I've raced, 
promoted races, scored races, I’ve 
made regulations and rules for racing 
bodies, I've done all these different 
functions. I've got a different 
perspective than many of these people 
do. We have a group in Westerville, 
the AMA staff, and they have one 
perspective. The promoter has 
another perspective, the rider has his 
penpective, and the Board of Trustees 

ave their perspective. In m 
situation, I have performed all of these 
group functions and I have a 
cumulative perspective of what I see 
all these people doing. But I feel many 
times that things are not done. They 
are reacted to at the AMA by the sheer 
fact that you say something. It’s not 
the content of what you're saying, it's 
the fact that you said something at all. 
I don’t mean me, specifically, I mean 
all of the rest of us. 

Last year I had seven international 
inquries to race at Daytona in the 
Superbike class. I talked to the 
Frances directly, and they would have 
paid the additional money for the 
sanction. But the AMA refused to 
issue an international sanction. 





They must have had a reason. 
Because the class, in their opinion, was 
too new. We were dealing with 
Mockett at the time, and they were 
afraid people would come over here 
with illegal bikes. Well, mo one is 
going to travel 10,000 miles from 
Europe, the Orient, or Australia, and 
bring a bike that doesn’t adhere to our 
rules or can’t be modified to adhere 
when they get here. So their argument 
was totally illogical. That’s the 
problem. We had these people who 
wanted to come, they would have 
spiced up'the class, there’s no reason to 
keep them out. They have no inherent 
advantage, if anything they have an 
inherent disadvantage. 

The road racing committee was 
intially designed to have five working 
members who voted and that’s what 
they did. As soon as Mockett took 
office, they said the votes don't count 
anymore. So far, DiPrete’s done 
nothing to reinstate our powers. 

The AMA stated they would take it 
under consideration, however, it 
would all be dependent on whether or 
not the tire manufacturers could 
guarantee that the tires would go 200 
miles. Now the tire companies, since 
Mark Donahue was killed in road 
racing cars, will not guarantee any tire 


will go any distance or time at all. It's” 


against their liability. So they built in 
a clause to turn it down. 

The competition would be 
incredible. In actuality, the 1000cc 
four-strokes put out more horsepower 
than the two-strokes, but they're 


heavier, so they won't win the race. © 


But, given the opportunity to come 
down in weight as a GP machine, we 
would maintain GP racing. 

Superbike racing is different. A clip 
on road race bike is not a Superbike. 
There is a big difference. You have a 
street motorcycle primarily, that may 
be reinforced and gusseted, but it 
weighs 50-80 Ibs. more than the GP 
bike. It has no aerodynamic 
assistance.

Here's another interesting facet: 
They came up with a rule about the 
restrictors. Now, to my way of 
thinking, last year, the only people it 
restricted at Daytona were the 
privateers. Kenny Roberts broke the 
lap record five times, lapped the field, 
obviously it didn’t work. Now, we 
don't hear any more talk of restrictors. 

The premier decision of the AMA 
was to slow the 750ccs down, that they 
were too fast. Now why, when Kenny 
didn’t go any slower, didn’t they 


restrict them more? Why didn’t they 
alter the restriction rule? 

Well, now, they don’t want to hear 
about the restriction rule. You know 
why? Because people like Irv 
Kanemoto, Steve McLaughlin and 
Don Vesco lunched motor after motor 
at Daytona trying to develop the 
technology ‘that they had allowed 
someone to develop. Now, not through 
malice or convert conspiracies, it just 
so happened they used Kel Carruthers 
to develop the technology — and he’s 
Kenny Robert’s tuner. And who was 
the fastest bike? He had the six months 
edge! It's not bad-mouthing Kel. He 
did what anybody would do. It’s just 
the illogic of the approach that was 
taken. 

To compound that, they haven't 
slowed them down any. We're going to 
have tire problems again this year. 
They're going to be even faster. The 
design, by allowing them to changé 
the angles behind the port restriction, 
there’s almost no restriction at all. In 
some cases it’s helped the carburetion 
and speeds up the velocity of the gas 
that’s going through there. 

My point is, without fairings on the 
Superbikes, and because of their 
weight, they are naturally inhibited. 
Last year my speed trap was 159 mph. 
Well, for a Superbike to go from 159 
mph to 165 mph is going to require a 
quantum leap in horsepower because 
of the aerodynamic drag. So, in 
Superbike, you have a built-in 
restrictor. 

Now this drag is a major feature. 
That’s one of the views of Superbike 
racing. When you look back to the 
'70's when the bikes really started 
going fast, breaking the 150 mph 
bearing, many of the older AMA guys 
first suggested taking the fairings off. 
But no one would hear of it. Taking 
the fairings off will make the- 
difference. The Superbikes will stay 
pegged, even though we'll go to the 
short tracks and the Superbikes will be 
within a second. In fact, at Laguna 
Seca, my best lap was about 11.8. 
Kenny’s was an 8.90. That's three 
seconds, from the best guy in the,world 
and a Superbike. Of course, we 
couldn’t be ranked on Robert's level, 
but I'd certainly like to see a munchkin 
on a Superbike. 

One of the other real advantages of 
Superbikes: If you look at Superbike 
riders, many of them are tall people. 
One of the real limitations is that big 

ple are at a big disadvantage in the 
250 and 750cc classes. But, put them 
on a Superbike and it’s a totally 
different thing. It's a big motorcycle 
made for big people. For men, when it 
gets right down to the bottom line. I'm 
not saying Kenny Roberts isn’t a man, 
but let’s put him on a Superbike. 
Both Gary Nixon and Kenny 
Roberts have commented, in the 
past, that they would never ride or 
race one of those pieces of crap. 
It has something to do with the fact 
that, in the early stages, all the chassis 
work was disallowed in order to 
stabilize. When you take a motor and 
bump the horsepower up it affects the 
chassis. What might be a good chassis 
for a standard street motorcycle might 
be very weak and require reinforce- 
ment when you add a lot of horse- 
power to it. When they saw them race, 
they saw these things do all kinds of 
gyrations up in the air and all that 
stuff. But they don’t do that anymore. 
At least the fast ones don't. I’m sure 
both of them would give great 
consideration if that was where the 
money was. They'd change their 
minds. 

Unfortunately, due to the cost - 
factor, do you know that Gary Nixon 
does not have a ride for Daytona? 
Here's one of the greatest racing stars 
in this country. He’s butlt American

Just like Springer, he’s looking for a fourth number one

Ever since there has been a national number one in Superbike Pro- 
duction racing, there has been Reg -Pridmore. He did tt first ona BMW. 
When the BMW importer, Butler and Smith, got out of racing, he 
took up riding Kawasakis, first for Racecrafters, then for Craig Vetter. 
Two more national championships were the results. Now Pridmore, 39, is ready to 
go for his fourth championship. Joining him will be Craig Vetter, again sponsoring 
the effort, and Pierre des Roches, who turns the wrenches that cause the wheels to 
turn — rapidly. 

Reg Pridmore was born in England in 1939. As he grew up he became one of the 
“original cowboys.” He started riding motorcycles and then went faster and faster. 
Accidents that weren't his fault forced him off the street and on to the race track. 
He won club races in England, and then when he emigrated to the U.S. in 1964, he 
started winning them here, both in solo and sidecar classes. This led to a semi- 
sponsored Norton ride, then to BMW and then to glory. 

Pridmore tsn’t just an on-the-race-track figure. He’s a successful businessman. 
He’s been married to his wife, Sheila, for nearly 20 years, and they have«-nine- 
year-old son, Jason, who's “pretty good on a motorcycle.” 

I met with Reg Pridmore at his BMW shop, Reg Pridmore Motorcycles (RPM), 
in Goleta, CA, just north of Santa Barbara. It was raining, so the 10 or so BMWs 
were all parked inside, including his $9,000 personal btke (on display with a card 
reading “not for sale”). Besides selling BMWs, Reg produces a line of product to 
make them faster and handle better. The interview proceeded smoothly, inter- 
rupted only once when customers in the shop exceeded available personnel. 


came into prominence around '73-'74. 
Before that it was considered to be just 
a production class. We ran our 750 


Your association with Superbikes — 
could you give us a brief history? 
As far as I can recall, Superbikes really 


BMW against 1000 Kawasakis in '72- 
73, and I think then it was decided that 
although the class was growing and 
people liked to relate to what they saw 
on the track in the way of street 
machinery, they wanted to see a little 
more excitement attached to it, a little 
more sound. We were running pretty 
stock machines at the time. Of course 
when the speeds went up and the 
horsepower of the motorcycle went up, 
then other problems came into being, 
like tires, brakes, keeping the sound 
down. So we got into this Superbike 
class around 1973-74 and then all of a 
sudden, I found a tremendous increase 
in interest in the class from outside 
people, people who wanted to 
advertise their goods and their wares. 
Here we-are, four years later, and I 
think that you'll find right now that it 
is the most up-growing, upcoming 
class there is in the AMA scene right 
now. 

Do you think that Superbikes will 
become the feature road racing class? 
Well, I know for a fact that the reason 
we're running 100 miles at Daytona 


“this year instead of 50 miles is a good 


indication that they will become a 


feature and next year is planned for 
200 miles at Daytona. That is a well- 
known fact. I think 750 racing is on 
the downswing, simply because there’s 
not enough variance in the class. 
Dropping the homologation rule this 
year will enable it to generate a bit 
more interest, but I still think that 750 
GP racing isn’t giving the fans what 
they want. They want to see good, 
close racing if they can, And with 
Superbike right now there's a better 
chance of seeing closer racing. Bikes 
that are going to have three or four 
machines up front instead of just a 
string of Yamahas. 

You started on a BMW then switched 
to a Kawasaki. Right now it seems 
that the Japanese fours are getting 
more development work than the 
twins. Will the BMWs and the 
Ducatis be able to stay competitive? 
Just from my mind’s eye view, I can see 
one or two things happening. First, in 
Europe just recently, the sidecar class 
gorte a point where the machines got 
so outlandish as far as development 
and expense were concerned that the 
average guy couldn't afford to build 
that $20,000 world beating machine. 








He couldn’t compete with it simply 
because he didn’t have the dollars and 
the knowledge of how to do it. 

Consequently, they developed two 
classes. One of them is an out and out 
class for unconventional type sidecars 
and the other one is for conventional 
type sidecars. I think you might see 
Superbikes developing into something 
like that. It might take one year, it 
might take two years. Right now the 
four-cylinder things are just that much 
advanced over what you have in the 
rest of the world. Most of the Japanese 
four-cylinder motorcycles are putting 
out one-third as much again 
horsepower as most of the twin 
cylinder models are. Now they all have 
their advantages and disadvantages. 
The AMA is trying to make things 
fairer this year by allowing lighter two- 
cylinder motorcycles. They will 
probably get better gas mileage at 
Daytona; they probably won't have to 
stop. Most of the fours will have to stop 
at least once, in some cases, twice. 

But that might occur. You might see 
two entirely different classes emerge 
from what we know now as Superbike 
racing — to the point where people 
will be allowed to spend $10,000 to 
$12,000 or more on an out and out 
production type motorcycle with lots 
of development as opposed to the guy 
who just wants to go race and compete 
in AMA, maybe a Superbike class, but 
on a lesser dollar value. 

Do you plan to contest any events 
outside of the AMA Superbike Pro- 
duction circuit this year? 

Yes, in fact we’ve been asked to 
Australia in the beginning of April to 
race three races. And we'll be at the 
Isle of Man, probably Formula One, 
in June. And, in the latter part of the 
year, depending on how other races 
go, Craig intends to compete in one or 
two of the 24-hour races. 

Just looking to our own 
development, we've been working 
pretty hard on it. We're looking to see 
what it produces in the first two, three 
or four races this year; to see what the 
outcome is. Hopefully it will be good. I 
think what we have to work with is that 
much better than last year.

We had a problem machine at 
Daytona last year. We had carburetors 
that were flown- across: on. our laps. 


They weren’t tried and tested. 
Consequently we had really bad 
carburetion problems; Steve came by 
me like I was tied to a post. So we've 
overcome those kind of things in the 
past year. My crash in Japan didn’t 
help things any because I lost three 
Nationals, even though I finished sixth 
at Laguna Seca. I'd only been out of 
the hospital for about five days, with 
my shoulder pretty severely pinned up. 
I wasn’t in any really good riding 
shape; I just went out to see if I could 
get enough points to earn the cham- 
pionship, which is the way it worked 
out. 

But my feeling is that, at the end of 
the year, even at Laguna Seca, the 
machine was potentially faster than 
what the Yoshimuras had there at the 
time, in spite of their winning 
machine. I think what we had was a 
better machine, I just wasn’t able to 
ride it. Now I'm all back in shape. I 
think this year is going to be very 
interesting. 

Have you had much track time since 


Laguna Seca? 


No; not really. It’s a funny thing about 
that. You get to ride one of these 
projectiles, which is really what they're 
getting to be; they're getting harder to 
ride. You don’t get to go to the track 
every week. But it’s one of those things 
where you can jump on a bike and 
settle into a good pace, a good, hard- 
hitting pace in no time flat. 


Do you think technology, as far as 
brakes and tires are concerned, is 
going to keep up with the horsepower 
race? Or is somebody going to get 
killed? 


I went to an AMA meeting last 
November, after the AMA banquet 
and sat in with some AMA 
officials and could have been more 
impressed than I really was. I get a 
feeling that as far as rule-making goes, 
appointing some actual road racers 
with five years of modern experience 
would be possibly more beneficial. I 
believe that for Mike DiPrete, who has 
very little road racing experience, to 
make decisions that in my opinion af- 
fect the safety of road racing, is wrong. 
Especially on the rule requiring stock 
type seats with no bump on the back. 


Well, if this guy had been out and 
ridden one of these 160 mph machines 
without a bump on the seat — it’s like 
asking Kenny Roberts to ride his OW 
without a bump on the back of the 
seat.’ It’s very much the same thing. 
Now the rule was made and I hope 
they change it because, yes, I can see 
somebody getting hurt. No matter 
how indirect it is, it’s going to have an 
effect for certain people. I certainly 
hope it isn’t me. 

There are one or two things I think 
the AMA could do if they were to 
listen to certain people who were not 
just interested in their personal gain, 
but interested in the sport as a whole. I 
think Steve McLaughlin is one of those 
persons. Steven’s done an awful lot to 
help this particular class of racing. I 
know what a lot of people say about 
Steve, how he's very outspoken, he 
wants to sue everybody, but Steven is a 
pretty good guy at heart. And he just 
has a lot of good intentions for 
Superbike racing. If they were to listen 
to Steven a little bit more, instead of 
judging him, I think they'd come out 
with a lot better rules than they have 
now. That’s just my personal feeling, 
you understand. 

Steven feels pretty strongly about 
certain points because he’s a racer and 
he can see things just like I can see and 
feel things. These people who are 
sitting in the chair, making the rules 
and really having all the say — they 
really shouldn't be there. They 
have a job as far as administration is 


concerned. and they probably, do,that . 


very efficiently. But coming down to 
the other side of the fence, they should 
listen to the people who have the 
experience in putting wheels to the 
ground. Putting somebody into office 
who is a motocrosser to advise for 
road racing — I don’t think that is 
correct policy. 


To have a lot of people sitting in 
office who, because of their past ex- 
perience, they happen to have been a 
road racer 20 or 30 years ago, even 
that isn’t correct because that’s not 
today, that’s not now. All they can see 
is a bunch of machines flying around 
the track. They don’t have the feeling 
for what you have to put up with as far 
as making the machines go in the right 
direction. I think it would be a good 
idea to get people who have experi- 
ence in modern day road racing. 


I think you're going to see the 
forming of a union before long if 
things get out of hand too much; if 
Superbike racing becomes what I 
think it will become. You'll see the 
riders getting together and boycotting 
or taking other measures, simply 
because you can’t have people running 
it who are not in position to say what is 
best for the rider. I’m in total 
agreement with them if they want to 
maintain this class of Superbike pretty 
much stock, appearance-wise. We've 
tried our hardest this year to keep our 
machine right to the rule. We don’t 
want to get into the winner's circle at 
Daytona and have somebody say, 
‘that’s illegal.’ Consequently, we've 
gone out of our way to make sure our 
bike is legal. 


I've never seen striking motorcycle 
riders. The nearest I’ve come to that 
was the summit that Cook (Neilson), 
myself, Steven, and I think it was 
Baldwin, got involved in. Cook did 
most of the writing, most of the 
penwork. Two years ago at Laguna 
Seca the prize money was so poor we 
just said we weren't going to ride for 
$300 first prize. Not when we were one 
of the biggest attractions on the card. 
Consequently, the prize money was 
jacked up considerably. 


Didn’t Craig Vetter do that? 


Craig put $5,000 in, yeah. It became 
the Craig Vetter Superbike race. But I 
think the AMA actually got some extra 
prize money put in to which brought it 
up closer to eight or nine thousand 
dollars. 


If, as you forsee, Superbike racing is 
going to become maybe the main 
attraction, it sure is getting poor pay 
for what they're doing right now. This 
year at Daytona, I think first place 
isn't even $2,000. 

Was, or is, cheating common? 

This year is going to be much tighter. I 
think DiPrete has given us some 
indication of this. He's probably a 
good man for that job. He’s a good 
man for saying ‘OK, there are the 
rules. If you guys don’t stick by them 
you'll be disqualified or pushed down.’ 
Thats what we want. We want 
somebody strong like that. 


Because last year at Daytona there 
was a big hassle over the weigh-in. The 
weigh-in was almost a big fix. They 
readjusted scales that were meant to 
weigh 3,000 pound cars to weigh 400 
pound motorcycles and it just made it 
happen to come out just rosy. There 
were some funny goings on. If they're 
going to weigh motorcycles, have 
motorcycle scales. But DiPrete will do 
a good job as far as pointing the finger 
and saying ‘that is not legal, that is 
legal,’ As far as saying what is safe and 
what isn’t safe, I don’t think he has 
that capability yet. Not in what I’m 
doing. One or two laps around 
Daytona might make Mr. DiPrete 
change his mind about the stock seat 


rule. etka a 


These bikes have so much power. I 
know my bike and most of the other 
big four-cylinder chargers have the 
power that enable you just to hang on 
rather than having to lift your hand 
off to pull in the clutch. I never use my 
clutch going up through because I 
can’t reach for the lever. It’s enough 
just to hang on. You're not tucked in 
behind a fairing, you've got air speed 
beating you to death at 150-160 mph. 
That’s going to become very fatiguing 
for some people in a 100-200 mile 
race. That’s quite a few points to take 
into consideration. I'm sure Steven has 
thought of it a lot more.

But yes, I'd like to see a rider 
committee. I'd like to see four or five 
people appointed to the job, not 
necessarily making a bunch of new 
rules, but at least weeding out the ones 
that are bad for the interests of the 
riders. I want to keep racing fair if we 
can. I don’t want any super 
advantages over my competition 
because I’ve also been a shoe-stringer. 
I know what it’s like to try and operate 
on $10 a week. 

I'm fortunate — through my own 
ability I’ve worked my way up to where 
I've acquired factory rides, or 
ttd rides, whichever you wish to 
say. I'm fortunate, but I think I’ve 
worked hard for it. But I also have a 
lot of feeling for the guy who's just 
starting out or for the guy who's 
running against me and doesn’t have 
the dollars we’ve got. We don’t have 
any super factory backing. We don’t 
have anything coming from the 
factory that’s trick and unusual. 
Anything and everything on our bike 
you can go buy. Whether it’s changing 
any kind of suspension parts, Pierre is 
willing to help anybody. We get a lot 
of people calling us ‘up all the time, 
Pierre is very willing to help anybody 
get their machine up to the way ours 
is. If you have the money to go to 
Axtell, that is probably the only thing 
that gets a little bit stretchy. 


As far as factory involvement goes, 
Kawasaki has come up with a large 
bonus program. I understand that 
you, Steve and Mike Baldwin aren’t 
eligible, but anybody else is. 

It’s not quite true. Kawasaki was 
supposed to produce some motorcycles 
this year. I don’t know; first I thought 
it was a batch of 25, then I heard it 
was a batch of three, for myself, Wes 
Cooley and Baldwin, and then the 

| next thing I heard was that 
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Along with the strong Vetter Superbike Production effort, Reg also pilots a sidecar, with passenger Kenny Williams. 


‘said to Pops (Yoshimura), ‘we would 


like you to build us three machines.’ 
And if that was to be the case, we 
Though we have all the respect in the 
world for Pops, we decided- to run 
what we already had. 

Kawasaki of America has been most 
helpful. We got a brand new machine 
to start from scratch on. But it’s not a 
direct factory effort. We bought our 
transmissions from Pops. We bought 
our cams from Pops, along with our 
pistons. Anybody can do that, 
anybody can go buy it from Pops. 
That precisely what we've done. As far 
as eligibility for the contingencies 
goes, it's something that Kawasaki and 
I have a good understanding on. 


There is a little co-sponsorship 
program Craig Vetter had worked out 
with Kawasaki. But I'm not riding for 
Kawasaki. I’m riding for Vetter; 
Vetter Fairing Company. That is my 
total sponsor. I have a letter in my file 
to state that I am eligible for the bonus 
monies. I asked them to print that 
simply because I'd heard things that I 
was riding for a factory sponsor. That 
is not true. We have our own 100% 
effort. I am eligible for all of the 
winnings, plus if I make number one 
at the end of the year, I'll get the 
additional $15,000. You have to be on 
a Kawasaki and you have to be first 
place. It’s as simple or as hard as that. 


Do some of the tracks add to the 
problems being created by the faster 
Superbikes? 


I can only say that maybe the speeds 
are getting higher. We're running 
machines comparable, weight-wise, to 
TZs right now, within 30 to 40 pounds. 
We'll have our tire problems possible. 
I don’t think the speeds are going to 
hurt other than un-faired motorcycles. 
Un-faired motorcycles, once the 
suspension gets heated up, start to do 
different things. Possibly different 
than what a faired motorcycle would 


do. 


You're riding with big bikes, for 
instance, your arms out there, you've 
become a sail. With fatigue, and the 
suspension warming up, you're going 
to get some big, waggily machines at 
150-160 mph maybe rather than at 
120-130. I don’t know if it’s dangerous 
or not; I’m sure there's a certain 
amount of danger, but it just depends 
on the riders. If it scares them enough 
they'll pull out. If they haven't got 
much brains, they'll just continue, like 
most of the top riders do. 


What about guys like Wes Cooley 
and Steve McLaughlin who run at 
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the front of the pack on Superbikes 
and then run fifth or sixth on TZs? 


Is there a special talent to riding 
Superbikes? 


My views are somewhat varied on 
that. I think the guys who I have the 
ultimate respect for on Superbikes, 
like most of the guys I run with — 
Wes, Steven, Baldwin, just all of the 
good guys — well I'm sure if they just 
had GP equipment that was comparable. 
— equal I should say, not comparable. 
If they were to run together, you'd see 
a much closer race. You'd see Cooley 
up with Kenny. We've seen Baldwin 
up with Kenny; we've seen him beat 
Kenny. 


Have you thought much about 
getting on a GP bike? 


Yes. This year was going to be my first 
year on a real fast two stroke. I had an 
RG (Suzuki) but unfortunately, due to 
my heavy commitment in Superbikes, 
my sponsors didn’t want me to ride 
GP. Craig has some co-sponsors in 
with him and they all have one big 
interest: That they make number one 
and that their products are on the 
motorcycle and that their products get 
all the exposure they pay for. Craig is 
like a business manager. He’s done a 
lot of promoting, he’s worked hard to 
generate enough dollars for us~to 
produce a number-one type effort. We 
don't intend to let him down. The 
offer to ride a 500 Suzuki was very 
nice, but maybe next year. 


Where would you have campaigned? 


_ The World Championship? 


No. Just in the AMA, because you can 
run a 500 unrestricted. I think it 
would have been competitive with the 
750s. In fact, I think Kenny would 
have run a 500 this year which I’m sure 
would have been more than 
competitive. 

But I think there’s a whole handful 
of riders out there, that given equal 
equipment, would all be right up 
front. There was a race on TV with a 
bunch of car drivers with all identical 
cars and they were all one big glob of 
drivers clustered together. That's the 
way racing should be, somewhat like 
that. It’s just that one or two guys have 
the advantage of factory backing, 
factory technology and’ superior 
machines. 


You’re one of the leading Superbike 
riders. Do you make most of your 
personal income from Superbike 
racing or from the shop and its 
related activities? 


I would say that the Superbike money 
is kind of secondary. I make fairly 
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good money, but still it is kind of 
secondary. My business here is pretty 
good, it pays the bills. I’ve got four or 
five guys here who work for me. The 
business works very well and racing is a 
big part of my actual, every day 
business. People come to me for my 
experience, for what I can help them 
with as far as things to help their bike, 
whether it’s a BMW or not. My 
business is big and strong and getting 
bigger and better every year. I feel 
that racing is one of the parts of living 
that helps my business get bigger and 
stronger. 


Racing is and has been very good to 
me. Even just as a cash up front type of 
thing, it's been really good to me. 

Do you think they’re running too 
many classes and splitting up the 
purse too many ways? 

Yes. I think 250 racing is a fine class, 
but it’s also dying. There's nothing 
but Yamahas in the race. You know 
what's going to win. If you don’t know 
the rider out there, there isn’t much 
objective in watching that race. The 
250 racing at Daytona should be cut 
down. It’s too drawn out, a lot of time 
taken up for-practice. 

This year you'll see more interest in 
the big class because there will be some 
variance in the machines. I would 
have liked to have seen them follow up 
on Steve's suggestion at that AMA 
meeting I attended in November. It 
was brought about very strongly that 
something was needed to create more 
interest in the 750 class. So the pro- 
posal was made that four-strokes up to 
1,025cc be allowed to run in with the 
750s. I think that would have been a 
good move. 


Would you have entered the 200? 
Sure. Steve said he could have named 
probably 10 who would have jumped 
in to get the exposure they need for 
their products. 

Now Vetter won't sponsor me on a 
750 Yamaha. He would have spon- 
sored me on one of his machines with 
“Vetter” stamped all over it and with 
some Vetter products on it, even 
though it’s not his fairing. He can get 
money from people and that’s what it 
all comes down to — getting promo- 
tional type money to back the 
products. Vetter could have done that. 
Yoshimura was very much for the 
proposal and | think it would have 
given the 750s a run for their money. 

In all truthfulness, it would have 
been very hard to make one of those 
machines win a race like that. In 
Japan, Wester beat a TZ750 in an 
eight hour race. That might have been 
a second string TZ750 for all I know, 


but Wester won the race on a four-. 








stroke 1,000. In the case of running at 
Daytona with the machinery I know 
exists in this country now, I think it 
would be difficult to make one of our 
so-called super machines, with a 
fairing and so forth, win a race of 
Daytona status. 

But at least you know we suggested 
to the AMA, which would have been 
like them bending just halfway, just.a 
little bit. We suggested ‘Let’s just try 
it, let’s just try it for one or two races. 
Let's just try it for one year. Let's see if 
we can arouse some interest.’ And they 
just flat voted it down. They'd sooner 
let the Yamahas go around and bore 
everybody to death. 

Maybe I’m too young and don't 
have this aged thought behind me. 1 
don’t foresee certain things that these 
men of age do see. It's like looking 
down at a child and saying ‘don’t do 
this because I did that when I was a 
kid and I got hurt.’ Maybe those guys 
are looking at us and saying ‘don’t do 
that because we did things like that 
when we were racing and it didn’t 
work.’ Maybe that’s what they see.-1 
don't know. i

Steven feels pretty strongly about 
that and I think he's right. I think ‘it 
could be pulled off. I think it would 
upgrade that particular class and it 
would create a lot more interest for the 
spectators, and after all, who is paying 
for the race? They pay for a large per- 
centage of it, apart from the co- 
sponsors. They pay a tremendous 
amount of the upkeep and the prize 
money and so forth. 

But the AMA never seems to take 
this into consideration. They dictate 
very strongly, and I don’t agree with 
that. I'd like to see the AFM 
(American Federation of Motorcylists) 
come along and generate some purely 
professional races, like the Six Hours 
coming up in June, which is paying 
excellent money. I'm sure if it’s a big 
success, and I know it will be, that 
their next events will get bigger and 
bigger and better. 

Activity in the shop went back to 
normal. Pridmore was confident 
about his chances in the 100-mile 
Daytona Superbike race; he felt good 
about the dyno tests on the Axtell/des 
Roches Kawasaki engine and was 
looking forward to Daytona and the 
79 season. e

A likely 


candidate for 
Daytona’s 
winner’s circle

Big-bore Kawasakis have a reputation as evil- 
handlers when pushed to their limits in road 
racing. The Kawasaki that Wes Cooley rode in 
AMA Nationals in 1977 wobbled so violently 


that at times his only point of 
contact with the machine was 
one hand on the bars.

McLaughlin and Harry Maillet. Steve 
has 15 years worth of road racing 
experience which has taught him a lot 
about what does and doesn’t work on a 
racetrack. Maillet, of The Performance 
Works, is sub-contracted by 
Racecrafters to do the `mechanical 
preparation of the bike. 

The main differences between 
Steve’s chassis and a stock one are in 
the steering head and the swingarm 
pivot. Steve has the neck cut off, and 


in its place he substitutes one that _ 


accepts the tapered steering races of a 
Yamaha OW-31. The races and 
bearings of the OW-31 aré much 
larger and stronger than the stock 
Kawasaki. The pivot point for the 
swingarm is lowered approximately an 
inch. (Exact specifications were not 
revealed because they intend to 
market a kit.) 


Their motor is a conglomeration of 
parts from many different speed 
manufacturers. The crankshaft is 
balanced and polished, and the fly- 
wheels are welded to the crankpins to 
insure that the crank won't shift under 
heavy loads. 

The small ends of the connecting 
rods are bored out to accept Oilite 
bronze bushings. The bushings 
provide better lubrication and 
therefore less chance of galling the 
Denco wristpins.: The Denco pins are 





eight grams lighter than stock. The 
Yoshimura 1015cc pistons are the 11.5 
to 1 models, and the skirts are 
shotpeened. The shotpeening process 
not only puts the skirts under a pre- 
stress that minimizes further collapse 
of the skirt clearance, but it also leaves 
the skirt with a matte finish which 
holds oil. The idea being more 
lubrication, less friction and less 
possibility of seizure. - 

An R.C. Engineering copper head 
gasket is used between the cylinder 
block and the Branch Flowmetrics 
ported cylinder head. Manley stainless 
steel valves are used, and the sizes are 
$6mm for the intakes and 30mm on 
the exhaust. Harry had Denco grind 
up some special camshafts to his 
specifications as he wasn't satisfied 
with the timing characteristics of any 
of the aftermarket over-the-counter 
camshafts. Transmitting motion from 
the crankshaft to cams is a heavy-duty 
Yoshimura Gold camchain, the 
strongest in the business. All the 
tensioners and rollers remain basically 
stock. 

Transmitting power from the crank- 
shaft to the Kawasaki close-ratio 
transmission is a standard Kawasaki 
clutch. Maillet feels that the stock 
clutch is strong enough to hold the 140 
horsepower (Branch’s dyno). Bead 
blasting the plates and the use of 
Denco ‘clutch springs are the only 








clutch modifications. Power flows 
from the countershaft sprocket to the 
rear wheel via Tsubaki 630 HSL Super 
Chain. The oil pan has a flapper-gate 
to hold oil around the oil pump pick- 
up. A Lockhart oil cooler mounts to 
the tail section and is fed by braided 
steel lines from Earl’s Racecar Supply. 

Carburetion is handled by Els. EI 
carburetors are second generation 
Lectrons. There are no main jets. 
Tuning is accomplished by changing 
the metering rods and is “infinitely 
adjustable.” The exhaust system is a 
standard Denco “Tri-cone.” A Martek 
440 ignition system is fed juice from a 
12 volt battery. From there the 
electrons flow to a set of Mike Burke 
coils. At that point it becomes Z-zap 
and follows the Accel ignition leads 
down to the Champion N59G or N57G 
spark plugs. 

Rob North was responsible for the 
extremely sanitary frame modifications. 
Not only did he modify the steering 
head and swingarm pivot, but he also 
installed gusseting between the head 
and the frame backbone. For that he 
used thick gauge sheet metal but he 
tied the backbone and the side rails 
together with tubular pieces. The 
arms of the swingarm were split and 
thick sheet metal inserted lengthwise. 
An extra tube ties the arms together 
just forward of the rear tire. The 
swingarm had to be relieved to clear 
the rear tire. The motor is.secured to 
the frame with aircraft bolts and 
aluminum motor mounts manufactured 
by AGV Products. 

Standard KZ1000 fork clamps are 
used with stock fork assemblies. 
Number One Products Top Bearings 
are installed in the sliders to gain extra 
engagement on the stanchion tubes. 
Springs and damper rods are from 
S&W. The shock absorbers are 
cantilevered to 48° from vertical and 
will either be LL series motocross units 
with 100 Ib. springs or H¢4 series 
Strokers with 90/150 progressive rate 
springs. 

Up front, an OW31 master cylinder 
puts pressure to twin Grimeca calipers. 
There are two drilled Harry Hunt 
plasma-sprayed aluminum disc rotors 
on the front wheel while the rear brake 
uses a single small undrilled Hunt disc. 
A stock KZ1000. rear master. cylinder 
shoots the juice to another Grimeca 
caliper. All brake lines are Earl’s -3 
(3000 PSI) braided steel line. Dick 
Cormany did a nice job- of 
manufacturing the caliper hangers. 
Brake pad material hasn’t been 
decided on yet; that decision will be 
made at Daytona. 

Goodyear slicks are mounted on 
Morris magnesium wheels. A 
$.25Wx19 D1950 surrounds a WM4- 
19 and a 3.75x18 D1705 is used on the 


" WM6-18 rear wheel. These sizes and 


compounds are common to most 
Superbikes. 

Development work being what it is, 
the day I went to Ontario to ride the 
bike, Steve and Harry were very busy 
shaping things up. Because of that and 
various little problems, I got to ride 
the bike very little. 

I was pleasantly surprised. My heart 
was revving because of the reputations 
that many Kawasaki-based Superbikes 
had built. Although I had never 
ridden one before, I had seen their 
antics close up. I’m fairly brave, but a 
150mph wobbler is not fun. 

In the half-dozen or so laps I got, I 
rode it hard enough to skid the rear 
tire coming out of the corner, but the 
bike never wobbled. If it were going to 
wobble, that’s when it would happen 
because the chassis is loading and 
unloading. 

There is a very good possibility that 
Steve McLaughlin and Harry Maillet 
will put a non-wobbling Kawasaki into 
the winner's circle at Daytona this 
year. °

“Racing at Daytona is a bit 
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Daytona lately lacks the shock of drama of 
real factory conflict. Factory interest has shif- 
ted to Europe, where Yamaha and Suzuki are 
head to head in the prestigious 500cc class and 


four brands push and shove in 
the 250. 
Daytona, our own premier 


` event, was formerly a mecca for 


747-loads of European riders and spec- 
tators and the world’s greatest show- 
place for factory strength. Now it is 
essentially uncontested, a Yamaha fac- 
tory annex. 

The mainstay of our races and of 
Formula 750 worldwide is the won- 
derfully refined and sophisticated 
Yamaha TZ-750. In January Mike 
Baldwin performed 500 miles of 
Daytona tire testing for Goodyear on 
his own 1978 Yamaha 750-E. On this 
series-produced machine Baldwin 
reeled off sub-record laps on a cold 
track. Its motor was so near stock it 
would make your eyes water. This kind 
of excellence is the reason Yamahas 
have dominated our events so com- 
pletely. Not only are their factory 
machines unassailably fast, but they. 
are always closely followed by a flock 
of well ridden private versions that are 
faster than the factory entries of other 
brands. 

Racing Daytona is a bit like going 
naked in public; you have to be really 
sure you will look good or the whole 
exercise is a big embarrassment. No 
factory wants to take a shot at being 
beaten by a privateer on a Yamaha 
production racer. The other brands 
went home. Our Yamaha vs. Yamaha 
racing has been very good for the 
riders, providing close competition 
and fine racing, but it has received 


cap all of this, the FIM has decided to 
drop World Championship status for 
Formula 750, so production of such 
machines may stop. 

To restore AMA racing's appeal for 
the factories, the homologation and 
claiming rules have now been drop- 
ped, not just for Daytona, but for the 
entire series. In 1980 our main racing 
class will become the same as in 
Europe: 500cc. A factory wishing to 
race can now do so by building as little 
as a single machine, and this without 
fear of its being claimed by a com- 
petitor at an unrealistically low price. 
This makes it more likely that large 
companies will offer racers to the 
public, for the same machine can be 
sold to Americans and Europeans, cut- 
ting production costs. At present only 


` Suzuki sells a 500cc racer, and that in 


Europe alone, but with the new AMA 
rule, Yamaha has announced im- 
minent production of 500cc YZR 
racers for public sale next year. That’s 
progress. And our riders will be able to 
use the same machine wherever they 
ride. - 

1979 is the transition year. 750cc 
machines will compete in the 200 with 
last year’s restrictor rule in force, but 
500cc machines will be allowed to run 
with open intakes. Remember that the 
rule required the Yamahas to sub- 
stitute a tiny 23mm orifice for the 
generous 34 or 36mm of their former 
open intake system. With no homolo- 
gation or claiming, Suzuki could run 
their 686cc square four, Kawasaki 
could run whatever sort of special 750

da could appear with their surprises. 
Roberts is out for Daytona. Also on 
the wounded list may be Baker, his leg 
still weak from months in plaster after 
his unfortunate crash at Mosport. This 
massive reduction in star strength 
leaves Daytona much more open and 
up for grans than at any recent time. 
How do the forces stack up? i 


The only remaining Yamaha fac- 
tory regular is Cecotto, and he will 
surely have the latest titanium/alu- 
minum/magnesium wonder from the 
most experienced manufacturer in 
racing. In his first international season 
he was brilliant and seemed invincible, 
but recently he has been just another 
very good rider. Despite his being the 
reigning 750 World Champion he-can 
be beaten. Who can beat him? 

All the potent machinery of victory 
that functioned so smoothly for Rober- 
ts last year has now swung around to 
the assistance of Skip Aksland. Skip's 
fine finish on his private bike here last 
year showed that he has the talent to 
win, and now that he will be subbing 
for Roberts on the Kel Carruthers- 
prepared factory Yamaha he is the 
leading threat to Cecotto. This will 
put the Venezuelan champion’s fac- 
tory prestige solidly on the line in the 
world’s most visible motorcycle race. It 
will be fascintating to watch. 


What about the new Yamahas they 
will be riding? Early season rumors 
pegged the horsepower level of the 
latest engines at the 150 bhp mark, 
even with restrictors. There were 
suggestions that factory test riders 
preferred other assignments because of 
excessive performance. The gains were 
said to have. come from revised 
primary gearing, re-ported cylinders, 
and new exhaust pipes, but the new 


` model tested by Roberts in the January 


Goodyear session was unexceptional. 
Whatever the figures, this machine 
and its production cousin are still

like going naked in public” 





miracles of compact power, incredible 
dense masses of nearly solid machinery 
crammed into packages little larger 
than 250's. 


New Kawasaki teamster Mike Bald- 
win is absolutely a leading choice to 
win Daytona in every way but one; 
what are they going to give him to 
ride? There is the venerable’ three 
cylinder, water-cooled KR-750 for 
sure, a light, manageable package 
with good brakes and reliablility that 
has been ridden into good positions 
most often by Australian Gregg Hans- 
ford. There may be a new four- 
cylinder machine somewhere, but 
when Kawasaki had to opportunity to 
run such a machine at Daytona in 
January, they did not. Explanation: 
not ready. Why not? No one on the 
outside can even know why corpora- 
tions do the things they do. 

The old three has received steady 
improvement, much of it at the hands 
of Hansford’s tuner, Neville Doyle. 
Now Japan is suddenly pushing much 
harder, and new parts have arrived in 
California for evaluation. Mike Bald- 
win tested the new. machine equipped 
with these late parts two weeks ago at 
Riverside and was pleased with it, con- 
fident that he could lap Daytona as 
quickly on it as on his own Yamaha.

Honda, rumored ready to unlease 
novel rotary valve four-stroke tech- 
nology on the 500 scene, must surely 
have their hands quite full. If their 
equipment is a success in Europe this 
year, we should see it here in 1980 
when Daytona becomes a 500 race. 
Who can wait? What will this strange 
mechanical being sound like? 

Aside from the factory and near- 
factory riders, there are many ex- 
cellent privateers who can win this 
race. Dale Singleton sat on the front 
row here last year with every reason to 
feel confident. Then a blocked 
breather made it all into nonsense. If

port would lose a lot of valuable fuel- 
air charge directly out the exhaust 
pipe, the ‘eyelid’ closes down partly, 
preventing free flow to the exhaust, 
trapping the charge in the cylinder, 
and raising the torque. As the revs 
rise, a special control unit opens the 
eyelid, optimising the port area for 
each speed. 

By contrast, other advanced 
machines such as the rotary valve 
Kawasaki get their broad torque from 
their intake valves, which prevent 
charge from being blown back out of 
the intake system. 

The little Kawasakis are very light 
and handy as well, and with Baldwin, 
Hansford, and Kork Ballington riding 
them, the team is most formidable. 
The horsepower level is surely near the 
60 mark, perhaps on the far side. Trap 
speeds should flicker past 150 this 
time. 


For a short time there was some 
chance that one or more of the very 
exotic Morbedelli 250’s might appear, 
but this time has faded. These 
machines put down a claimed 72 BHP 
and the way they have run in Europe 
seems to confirm this. Winning the 
championship in 1977, Morbi has 
always had for more trouble getting 
the power to the ground than in just 
getting the power, A competently rid- 
den Morbi could be a real shocker at 
Daytona. 

Who will win? The Kawasaki is a 


strong one. The trick Yamaha for Ak- 
sland will be a question mark, even 
though most of its components are well 
tried and proven. Ron Pierce, who 
challenged Hansford so doggedly on 
the Bob World factory Yamaha a year 
ago, should again be a threat, but the 
machine is getting older. Behind the 
stars will be a swift fleet of new 
Yamaha F-model lowboy production 
machines, some of theme very com- 
petently prepared and well-ridden. 

On the face of it, it looks to mee that 
the 250cc race will be a heavy dice, 
with Baldwin the most willing to take 
it to the limit. He will be surrounded 
with people he dearly wants to beat. I 
think he can beat them, but when the 
traffic gets heavy, chance is a major 
factor. Michael versus fate, an equal 
contest! 


Superbike Production 

Finally there is the new class, 
Superbike. Interest runs high here, not 
only from spectators but from riders. 
There are 78 pre-entries so far, with 
more expected. The new race distance 
is 100 miles, which will require all but 
the feeblest to make a stop. Rules 
prevent use of pressure filters, so it will 
be dumpcan city all along pit wall with 
scores of riders darting in who have 
never before made a gas stop in their 
lives. From the hinterlands are coming 
the very grass roots of racing, 
machines prepared by small shops and 
individuals, all sure they have a chan- 
ce to make some kind of an im- 














pression. Most of them are doomed to 
deep also-ran status by reason of in- 
experience, lack of money, or lack of 
riding talent, but there will be some 
good ones, too, men and machines 
that run long and well. Up front there 
will be the factory and aftermarket 
speed parts entries, the Kawasaki fac- 
tory machine of Baldwin, the several 
Yoshimura entries, the Vetter/des 
Roches machines, the factory Moto 
Guzzis, and many others. 

The four cylinder machines have at 
last matured in durability and hand- 
ling to the point that full throttle can 
be used with.assurance that the lid will 
stay on as well as the rider. Remember 
that in 1977 the twins won both 
Daytona and Charlotte because the 
fours were then dangerous locomotives 
that shook, rattled and rolled when 
full power was used on the banking, 
Now the emphasis has shifted a bit 
from engines to chasses, and properly 
so. Today's Suzuki 1000cc four comes 
with a real chassis in street bike form, 
and as modified for racing becomes a 
like a real racer. Kawasaki has been 
gradually increasing the wall of thick- 
ness of frame tubing on their 1000cc 
models, and this, combined with 
racing modifications can add up to 
proper stiffness. Both fours are 
producing useful power, though just 
how much is obscured by the ad- 
vertising claims necessary in the high 
risk world of. aftermarket parts sales. 
The highest figure I have heard is 
nearly 160 bhp. and the least is sim-

ply “more than 100 bhp.” I quite like 
the latter; understatement appeals to 
me. 

When the Goodyear tire test was 
held at Daytona just now, Kawasaki 
showed up with a three-year-old 
Yoshimura Zl as a practice hack to use 
in fuel consumption tests. Mike Bald- 
win forced this unexceptional machine 
four seconds under the Superbike lap 
record, faster than most privateers 
ever run on their’ 750 machines! Why? 
Because this was the first time that a 
true world-class professional rider had 
ever piloted a four-cylinder Superbike 
at Daytona. Rember that not one for- 
mer Daytona 200 winner has ever been 
near a Superbike; the class has just not 


attracted this class of rider. Our 
present crop of Superbike riders are 
quite good, surely, but there will never 
be more than two or three people at a 
time as good as Baldwin or Roberts. 
Honda's CBX and the Ducati NCR 
have not been approved for the Super- 
bike class. It was decided that there 
was no reason to permit the excess 
complexity and expense of the Honda- 
6 in this production class, and Ducati 
was unable to demonstrate to the 
AMA's satisfaction that the special 
NCR racer was actually in production. 


Honda.has other machines that may 
make excellent Superbike material, 
machines narrower, lighter, and han- 


dier than the six could ever be. They 
will make their mark presently. 

The conclusion? Michael Baldwin 
will win the Superbike race provided 
that his engine continues to fire. Four 
seconds is a long time to wait, and 
Michael won't. 


The Speedway itself 

Everyone knows this is a tough race. 
It is long and the speed is very high. 
Tires deteriorate, handling becomes 
troublesome, and only the» most ex- 
perienced men can cope with the 
many changes. Engines work on full 
throttle here longer than at any other 
U.S. track. Time and stress eat at 
everything.

Aside from these obvious physical 
considerations, the track is very subtle. 
Inexperienced club riders like :to 
distain Daytona as a simple speedway; 
but it is much, much more than that: 
The difference between a good and 
mediocre performance is still com- 
pletely up to the rider. The exact way 
high-speed bowls are ridden, the 
placement of the shift points, the 
engine management all add up to 
potential seconds saved. At such, high 
speed, performance is fragile in the ex- 
treme. Any small source of drag means 
miles per hour, the difference between 
walking past the opposition and 
having them walk you. A 750cc engine 
is making some 200 total pounds of 
driving thrust at 180mph and any loss 
is noticeable. The attitude of the 
machine on the bowl will determine 
whether there is hands-off stability. If 
the rider has to exert control torque on 
the bars, it may produce power- 
robbing tire scrub, and the rider can 
feel the engine pull down. The exit 
from the infield onto the first bowl, 
turn five, has a pavement break that 
can destroy stability easily at the limit, 
Many a good ride has ended in a crash 
here. Yet if the gearing is chosen just 
right, the shift from first to second can 
be made just as the back tire passes 
over the bump. This allows the wheel 
to cope with the shock without the dis- 
turbance of engine torque, and the 
corner can safely be taken faster. 

Past start-finish at perhaps 180mph, 
the has to chose a brake point for turn 
one.

Championship Enduro 


The Pit Crew 


You need help 

Look around at any enduro and you'll 
see the majority or riders, especially 
the successful ones, are supported by a 


crew of at least one person. Of course | 


you can run without one if the route 
sheet shows there’s gas available at the 
gas stops, or if the sponsoring club has 
a truck designated to haul riders’ gas 
cans out to the various refueling 
points. All you do is mark your cans in 
some’ way that makes them easy to 
identify among hundreds bunched 
together on the ground — sometimes 
you're required to put your name and 
riding number on each can — then 
put one can on each truck headed for 
the stops where you figure you'll have 
to refuel. All the rest of the stuff you 
think you'll need during the run had 
better be on your motorcycle or your 
body somewhere. 

But unless you're a real loner and 
like to prove how self-sufficient you 
are, you'll want a crew to back you up 


and carry the tools and gear you might. 
_ need but don’t want to carry while you 


ride. How do you find one? Wives and 
girl friends are the most popular; they

get into the spirit of competition 
quicker than you might think, and the 
weekend is more fun for both of you. 
(One rider-crew couple spent their 
honeymoon at the Jack Pine several 
years ago, and they're still going to 
enduros together.) Or bring along a 
relative or a buddy who's not interested 
in being a competitor, but who is a 
trail rider or just likes being around 
the action. If there’s an enduro club 
near you, you might want to join so 
you'll get the help of a crew that’s run 
gas and supplies for many riders 
before at lots of events. 

The experts are often supported by 
factory or dealer crews — 
experienced, efficient and prepared 
for almost anything. And although 
they've got spare parts the average 
rider can’t afford to keep on hand in 
case of breakdown, and they may have 
an expert mechanic with them, the job 
the expert’s crew does is basically the 


_ Same as the novice rider's, and it often 


encounters the same problems. 

Besides providing you with gas when 
you need it during the run, what does 
a pit.crew do during an enduro? First 


off, it's always.in the right place at the 
right time, aware of your schedule so 
it'll know if the course is a rough one 
that’s delaying you and other riders. If 
you're new to enduro and it’s on the 
ball, it provides you with encourage- 
mént along the way, even at places 
where you don’t need gas, just- by 
being out there in the boonies and 
waving you on. And it’s there with 
something to drink when your mouth 
is parched and caked with trail dust, 
or food when your stomach starts 
aching two or three hours from the 
start and you're running low on 
energy. It’s at the right spot with spare 
parts and tools when you need them, 
and hopefully not too far away if you 
break down and quit for the day. 


Plan ahead 

A good pit crew starts planning a 
day or so before the event while you're 
prepping the bike, making sure you'll 
have the things you'll need once you 
leave home for the enduro because you 
probably won't be around the corner 
from a motorcycle shop anywhere 
along the run, and on Sunday, the day 
most enduros are run, even hardware 
stores, gas stations and food stands 
that are open may be hard to find 
when you need them. Even if you stay 
in a motel the night before and eat 
your meals in restaurants, you'll still 
need food the day of the run when you 
might be far from where you can buy 
it. If you're camping at headquarters 


ee eecae roces 


like most riders do, the crew should do. 
most of the planning and preparation 
for that so you can concentrate on 
getting yourself and your bike ready. 

Using a check list saves worrying 
about whether you've forgotten 
anything, and it lets you turn over 
much of the job of loading to your pit 
boss. What’s required for each, 
motorcycle will vary, and the season, 
area of the country and length of the 
trip will affect what you want to take 
along, but the Crew Check List here is 
a good example of one which can be 
used by anybody. You may want to 
revise it slightly or develop your own 
list. Maybe one that’s shorter and less 
detailed will work better for you. The 
importance of the check list, though, 
is that if you and your crew really use 
one before you leave for an enduro, 
lots of potential hassles and worries are 
eliminated, and you: can ride your 
best. 

People who've crewed before know 
what they need most to support their 
rider effectively during the run is 
information on the location of all gas 
stops, and how to get there, and the 
location of any spectator points the 
sponsoring club may have designated. 
Sometimes a map is handed out that 
gives this information. More often 
such a map is posted at headquarters, 
and it’s up to each entrant or his crew 
to transfer the gas and spectator points 
and the routes to them to his own road 
map. Occasionally, no map is used, 
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Running (above) and lugging (below) 
are some of the sacrifices. 





and special arrows mark the way to 
each gas stop along the run, in 
sequence. This prevents the crews 
from using their own routes, which 
may put them right on the enduro 
course. But it’s still helpful to have 
maps for yourself and your crew so you 
aren't as likely to get lost. 

Also valuable to your crew is the 
route sheet. Get an extra one or have 
them copy down enough of the turns, 
times and mileages so they'll know 
when you're due at arrows they see 
along the route. Obviously, the crew 
needs a watch set to key time or your 
cumulative riding time to do this. 

First gas 

Many enduros of 100 miles or less 
are run in two loops, with noon gas 
back at headquarters about halfway 
through the run. If your motorcycle 
can go this distance easily our crew can 
wait there, but most riders want their 
crews out along the route in case they 
use more gas than usual — in long 
stretches of mud or deep sand, for 
instance — or if they have mechanical 
trouble. 

Your crew should leave headquarters 
soon after you start, and the vehicle 
being driven should have a pretty full 
tank of gas and should not be pulling a 
trailer, which gets in the way when 
trying to turn around on tight back- 
country roads. Since first gas is usually 
at least 30 miles out for the bikes and 
much shorter for the crews, your crew 
has more than an hour after you leave 
to get there and be ready for you. 
They should try to arrive at least 30

minutes ahead of schedule to allow for 
problems along the way. Sometimes 
parking is limited, and there's a jam of 
vehicles trying to get to the gas stop. 
Your crew may be forced to walk a 
long way with a gas can to the place 
the enduro trail crosses or comes into 
the road. 


When the crew is there it should get 
ready for you and then try to make 
itself obvious by some identifying 
signal or sign you've prearranged. 
Flags and balloons are used, but a 
distinctive van or pick-up, parked 
where it’s not obscured by other 
vehicles, will be just as easy to spot. All 
this sounds obvious, doesn’t it? But at 
every enduro there’s always someone 
riding up and down trying to find his 
crew or his gas, losing precious 
minutes and sometimes being forced 
to borrow gas from another crew, or 
quit. 

Make arrangements ahead with 
your crew. Maybe have them park 
before each gas stop, or past it, so 
you'll know where to look when you 
come upon the long line of vehicles. 
And if you won't need fuel at every 
point designated on the route sheet or 
gas map, make sure they know where 
you'll expect them to be and what 
you'll want ready besides gas. 


If you drop out 

It’s important to decide ahead what 
your crew should do if you don’t show 
up and you're over an hour late. When 
I'm pitting, I usually wait another 
hour at the gas stop, then work back 


cross the course, or I go to the last 
place my rider was seen. If I come 
upon a checkpoint, I find out if my 
rider has been through. This helps 
narrow down where he is. Sometimes 
other riders will have the information 
I'm looking for. If I can’t find him, I 
give up looking and go back to 
headquarters, knowing a pick-up crew 
will sweep the entire course after the 
last competing rider. The ones with 
broken-down bikes will eventually be 
hauled in. 

This is the most nerve-wracking part 
of being crew on an enduro — trying 
to find a missing rider. All kinds of 
awful possibilities go through your 
mind, but chances are the rider isn’t 
missing. You just don’t know where he 
is, and he doesn’t know where you are. 
Most times, even if you spend hours 
searching, the day ends up happy for 
both of you once you find each other. 


Bikes have right-of-way 
If you crew is inexperienced, be sure 
to warn them about driving on roads 
used as part of the enduro route. Bikes 
have the right-of-way because they are 
in the event. Pit crews should watch 
out for riders trying to pass, and let 
them through as though each one is 
their rider. If they see a rider in the 
rearview mirror, it’s a good. idea to 
slow down slightly and squeeze to the 
right. This not only gives him room to 
pass, but makes it quicker for him so 
the danger is less. If it’s dusty or riders 
are approaching from ahead and the 
road is too narrow for two-way traffic, 
the crew should come to a stop if 
«there's time. And near, $25, stops 





special care should be taken because 
riders may be coming out of the woods 
or hunting for their crews. 

The test of an enduro is not to 
determine the ability of riders to 
withstand the assaults of pit crews and 
their vehicles. Yet at first gas on a very 
tough national championship run, a 
van hurrying to leave for second gas 
smashed one hand and drove over one 
foot of a rider resting on his bike. 
Instead of wounding them, crews 
should be making it easier for the 
riders. 

One last thing to impress on your 
crew — if they see a rider in trouble, 
and no one is helping him, they should 
stop. That's what you'll want someone 
to do if you have problems.

After one of the most brilliant desert 
sunrises seen in a long time, the Brush 
Busters Annual Bust Out Hare and 





Hound was run in terrific racing 


weather. At the bomb the Expert 125- 
175cc riders found themselves all 
together with Kent Pfeiffer a wheel- 
length ahead of the rest. Steve Webb 
was in the center with John Foster and 
Joe Wilson to the right. Ron Hall was 
right behind Webb. They all jumped 
into the wash past the bomb together 
and were really dicing it out until they 
reached a bottleneck several miles past 
the bomb. Then it was every man for 
himself. 

Yamaha-mounted Ogilvie and 
Balentine battled the whole first loop 
with the lead exchanging hands 
numerous times. Balentine was still 
riding his last year’s KTM, so where 
they were out in the open, Bruce had 


the distinct advantage. In the rough 
stuff, however, Bob would catch him. 
Bob was flying as he hit the pits first 
with Bruce not far behind. 

Also having a close battle were two 
Yamaha riders, Brian Wright and 
Chuck Miller. They.exchanged leads 
at least five times on the first loop 
alone. Brian, who is sponsored by JD 
Engineering, kept having problems 
with one of his boots which hadn't 
been buckled properly. He finally had 
to stop and fix it.-Chuck got past him 
one more time and led the duo into the 
pits. 

Brad Henson, also Yamaha- 
mounted, was the “bumper” between 
the two battling duos, running third 
overall on the first loop. 

In the Senior division it was Gary 
Charters, Sr. and Morris Norman 
dicing it out all the way with Charters 
having the edge over Norman as they 
came into the pits. 

Behind Brian was Lee Scheffers and 
Brian's brother Ron, 

First Amateur Jeff Matthews was 
looking very strong as he pulled in for 
gas running ninth overall. 

Trudy Beck was holding her own 
against the men. Out of the $20-plus 
entries she was running 24th, first gal. 

The battle in the “C” bike class was 
a close one with motocross rider Mark 
Davidson leading the pack into the pits 
followed by Wilson, Foster, Pfeiffer, 
Hall and Webb; all within 15 bikes of 
each other. 

Ace Trailbiker Cliff Thomas was 
right in the middle of the “C” bikes, 
while the next 100cc was ridden by 
Amateur Dan Theel, not far behind. 

The first several Novices came by 
the photo jump on the first loop 
leaping into the air with the style and 
grace usually reserved for the Experts. 
Wildman Bill Conger had a small edge 
over Rick Burrys with John 
McCormick a close third. All three 
were Heavyweights. 

Tim Nething, first 250cc Novice 
was closing in on the group as he came 
in for gas. Ray Norris, first Novice “C” 
bike, was running in the seventh 
overall Novice spot. 

The first loop had been extremely 
fast, and the second loop started out 
that way too. 

Webb began working his way up the 
ranks as he flew past Hall in a 
sandwash as though Hall was standing 
still. 

The fast course abruptly ended in-a 
long section of “suspension testing” 
giant whoop-de-doos that were really 
killers. Unlike most whoop-de-doos, 
the edges were just as rough as the 
center. 

Balentine got past Ogilvie for the 
final time when Bruce threw a chain. 
Later at the'top of a hill, Bob looked 
back and couldn't see anyone behind 
him so he took it a little easier, no 
longer feeling it was necessary to 
charge. But suddenly he found Bruce 
was breathing down his neck again. 
Bob held his spot past the checkered, 
however, with Dale’s Modern Cycle 
ace, Ogilvie, taking second. 

After the course led out of the giant 
whoop-dees it became the most 
interesting and challenging part of the 
whole race as it covered new or 
recently unused terrain and was 
rough, tight, and exhausting.

Bruce took over the lead with Brad 
just a few seconds behind. Bruce's pit 
was right next to home check, so as he 
hit the trail again, he already had his 
check. ` 

Brad saw Bruce on the move and 
could only think of catching him. He 
flew from his pits on down the trail, 
seeing only the figure ahead of him. 
He scattered the sponsoring club 
members at home check as he turned 
it on. 

Several minutes later Cory Timms 
pulled in for gas followed by Ed Zarp 
and Kem Park. 

Hot on their heels was Rich 
Schumaker, determined to be the first 
over-all “C” bike this race.

One of the hottest local races to 
happen so far this year develop- 
ed when Team Suzuki members 
Scott Gillman and Jim Gibson 


met head-on at a California Racing 
Club Motocross and diced their way 
through the turns leaving the other 
twenty-odd 250cc Pro racers so far 
"behind they may as well have been 
standing still.

Open Pro winner Mark Brooks, who 
did his own heap of hard ridin’, later 
mentioned he was glad that neither 
Gillman nor Gibson chose to ride in his 
class. Brooks who recently picked up 
Wheelsmith as a sponsor, ran_ his 
Maico around the track for a two- 
moto win and the big overall first. The 
first heat had to be re-started to pick 
up the pieces from an early tangle but 
once underway again Brooks jumped 
into an early lead and stayed way out 
front to win. Yamaha rider Jon 
Derhammer picked up the second 
place spot in that race followed in by 
Greg Draskovich. 

The second moto cropped up a few 
problems for Brooks. Beginning with a 
fourth place start behind top talent 
like Derhammer, Scott Cavness and 
Draskovich it took Brooks considerably 
longer to get to the front. After he did 
finally make his way to the top his bike 
began to feel funny which caused him 
to hold back more than he would have 
liked, winning the race by only a 
straightway rather than the half lap 
lead in his first moto. Draskovich ran 
second most of the race with Joe D. 
Price putting the pressure on, Drasko- 
vich was riding an unfamiliar machine 
as his own bike blew up several weeks 
ago and his sponsor, DMG temporarily 
replaced it with a Maico 450 Enduro 
which gave him a slight handicap 
under the grind so in the final lap he 
let Price by and settled for third. 
Unfortunately for Price his fifth place 
in the first moto put him out of the 
money and Draskovich still collected 
second overall. Third for the day went

and pulling away from the rest of the 
pack.

Meredith (Suz) pulled the holeshot 
in the first moto of the Modified 
Experts, but before they reached 
Webco Hill, he was passed by 
Holland, Kehoe, Morey and then 
Blake, bumping him all the way back 
to fifth. Holland could do no wrong as 
he began to extend his lead over Kehoe 
and Morey. The only hope Kehoe and 
Morey had was maybe Holland would 
bite the dust or have bike problems, 
but no such luck. It was a flawless, 
well-ridden race for the young man 
from Kerman, CA. 

The second moto was like a carbon 
copy of the first as Suzuki-mounted 
Holland started pulling away from the 
rest of the pack.

Yamaha R&D rider Bryon 
Antonacci emerged as the out- 
standing Mini rider at Barona 
Oaks Raceway with wins in the 
special 105cc Minicycle class and the 
Modified 80cc Expert Mini class plus a 
second in the Stock 80cc Expert Mini 
class.

with his Keystone Motocross Center/ 
Luft Yamaha. And it kept on raining. 


Final 

It was a dark and stormy night, the 
worst disaster in Supercross history 
with the possible exception of the 
Dallas Texas Stadium flood in 1977 
where it took close to an hour to finish 
the 20-lap feature race. This time the 
AMA wasn’t taking any chances, From 
the dryness of the press room high 
above mud soup city, AMA racing 
czar Mike DiPrete and Carroll 
Chandler ordered a 12-lap final to 
drowned referee Ron Denny. 

The starting gate fell backwards, 
and half the riders behind it fell down 


“before they got halfway around the 


track on the opening lap. 


` Hydroplaning their way in a spray of 


water ahead of the rest of the pack 
through turn one were Bob Hannah 
and Gary Semics, grips touching grips. 


. The two stayed together for about four 





turns of the track until they became 
temporarily bogged down in a group 
of ruts on the downside of a jump, 
allowing Darrell Shultz to slither his 
Suzuki past and into the lead. 

Darrell’s lead was a short one. 
“They must have changed the course. 
I went up to the berm in the outside of 
this corner with the lead, but when I 
turned round, close to 10 guys had 
gotten past me on what looked like to 
be a new line on the inside of the 
corner,” 

Hannah had his Yamaha back out 
into the lead on the second lap ahead 
of a mud-clad group of riders who 


appeared to resemble Rick Burgett,. 


Mickey Kessler, Shultz, Weinert, 
Englund, Croft, LaPorte, Ward, 
Reid, Tripes, Moroney, Swartz, Stacy, 
Howerton, Ayers and Eierstedt. 

Kent Howerton was trying to survive 
after being knocked down by a 
sideways rider off the starting line and 
having a half-inch deep gash cut into 
his arm. The Rhinestone Cowboy got

back up and going, only to get 
knocked down again by another rider. 
Marty Tripes retired his Honda on. the 
fourth lap with a burned clutch. 

Even Hannah got his Yamaha stuck 
for a moment, but it was soon obvious 
who the experienced mud riders were. 
By mid-race Hannah was still leading, 
but Shultz was back up to second place 
having passed Burgett. Then came 
Howerton and former Ohio mud- 
slugger Gary Semics. 

Team Suzuki was impressive as 
Howerton recovered quickly from. his 
crashes and Shultz continued to close 
the remaining distance to Hannah and 
the lead. Unfortunately, the finish line 
came up before Darrell came within 
serious striking distance of Hannah. 

Official attendance figures from 
promoter Mike Goodwin had 32,277 
fans watching Bob Hannah win his 
second Supercross race of the year and 
pull out an even bigger points lead 
towards his third consecutive 
Supercross Series Championship, 
though realistic attendance figures 
were probably closer to half that 
number. Rain hardly dampened the 
enthusiasm of those who were there as 
they welcomed Hannah and third 
place finisher Rick Burgett to the 
victory stand along with announcer 
Larry Huffman. 

Not going up to the victory stand to 
collect his second place trophy and 
congratulations was Darrell Shultz. “I 
wanted to win this race so bad and I 
knew I could win it. I just needed a 
little more time.” e

motorcycling in many-areas. Because 
of the cost, and he’s just one of many 
people, myself included, that don’t 
have rides for the 200 miler. I've done 
a lot, I've raced 15 years, but in 
comparision, I’m nothing compared to 
Nixon. I’m totally shocked! Here's one 
of my heros of the ’60’s who is still an 
excellent road racer, one of the best in 
the world, and he doesn’t have equip- 
ment. It’s a tragedy. 

It’s been said that you are the best big 
bike racer we have. Who do you 
think comes closest to your ability? 

I think my talent on a big bike is, in a 
way, like Kenny’s talent on a Yamaha. 
A big bike suits me. So when I ride it I 
become part of it, like Kenny becomes 
part of the Yamaha. That doesn’t 
mean that people who don't have that 
type of talent aren’t super fast. 

One of the guys who's going to bé a 
real savage is Baldwin. Now he may be 
affected by the fact that they haven't 
had a lot of R&D time before 
Daytona, and he may not have the 
performance necessary to run with the 
front runners. But once we get on the 
shorter circuit he’s going to be a 
demon. This guy has blood in his eye. 
He's going to be the world champion. 
He's out there and, if he-.doesn’t kill 
himself, -he’s going to do it. But he 
rides to the wood — Moths at all times. 
Now I can't ride '%oths. I’m the sales 
promotion manager of Nissan, a large 
company. So I ride '%oths — but not 
11 anymore.

Do you still scare yourself on a 
reguar basis? 

Every racer, in every race, scares 
himself one way or another. I've never 
been in a race where somehow I didn’t 
scare myself. But I’m not afraid to 
race. I have no fear of being hurt. 

But talent is a separate and special 
thing, different from the competition, 
My talent can help or hinder me. 
When I was at Laguna Seca, I think I 
can safely say, without insulting my 
sponsor, that my machine was 
considerably slower than the bikes I 
was racing against. That was my talent 
allowing me to race with those people. 
I really and truly don’t believe I have 


` an equal as far as talent goes. But 


that’s only part of the package. You 
can be the most talented guy in the 
world, have the wrong bike, and 
you're not going to do anything. 

What’s on your agenda for ’79? 

My program is to do all the events. 
This is what we're aiming for now — 
but like anything, it’s costly — and I'm 
costly. Because I am the best, I charge 
a lot of money. This is an area where 








I’ve gotten into a lot of problems with 
a lot of people. I don’t do this for free. 
I do this for money. It’s worth money 
to whoever sponsors me because I win. 
And when I win they benefit infinitely 
more than the money I charge them. 
So, it depends ont he budget. 

Will you be contesting in Europe at 
all this year? 

I'd very much like to. The problem 
with it, is that in the GP category I 
don’t have a ride. In the endurance 
category it’s very hard to get American 
sponsors to go to Europe because they 
net very little value out of it. I would 
like very much to take an American 
team to the Bol d’Or, which is the 
Daytona of Europe. I believe we have 
the best riders and I think we could 
put the best crew together. But, I 
think Yoshimura will be there, which 
will be a very good representative for 


us. 
You said the Racecrafters Kawasaki 
was a little down on power at Laguna 
Seca. Has the power been boosted to 
your satisfaction for Daytona? 
We have boosted the power, but to be 
quite honest, we're lacking a little 
reliability. We found a real quick 
boost, but it hasn't panned out on 
making the engine live yet. Hopefully, 
by Daytona, we'll have that problem 
developed out. We've made some 
dramatic changes and alterations in 
the suspension and handling char- 
acteristics and hopefully, come 
Daytona, that sucker will be hot. If it’s 
not, I'll ride the wheels off it, but at a 
place like Daytona, you've got to have 
horsepower. I've got a couple of tricks 
up my sleeve — I’m not going to talk 
about it though. 
Is Daytona your favorite “place to 
race?” 
I like the atmosphere — there’s 
nothing like Speed Week at Daytona. 
But as a track, to be quite honest, it 
has only five turns. It’s not what you 
call the most challenging rider course. 
It's like anything else. The simplest 


` thing when you're racing can be the 


most complex thing to do well. The 
right line around Daytona is probably 
the most complex line of any track I’ve 
ever been on. It is challenging, but it 
isnt a Road Atlanta, which is my 
favorite track. Sears Point and Laguna 
Seca are the most dangerous tracks. 
There are no run-off areas, 
embankments, and a lot of Armco 
barriers. At Laguna, the only place to 
crash relatively safely is where I 
flipped the Beemer — on the last turn 
there’s a run-off road. 
At least you flipped it in the right 
place! 
You got it! That’s one of the things you 
try to do when you become more 
professional. You go around the track 
a couple of laps slow, and you say to 
yourself, I can fall off there and I can 
fall off there — the rest of the places 
I’ve got to cool it. 
What directions do you see the 
ike class taking for the future? 
I think that if the AMA doesn’t allow 
the four-strokes on the track this year, 
Daytona is going to be a 200 mile 
Superbike race next year. France is a 
business man. He realizes that people 
aren’t coming in the gate because 
there isn’t a bunch of brand diversity. 
And he’s going to do it. 

I would rather see him have a four- 
stroke GP race, but the fact remains, 
since the AMA would not take the 
initiative, he’s going to do it and how 
France goes...He is Daytona. 
Daytona is the biggest motorcycle race 
in the country. It is the premier event 
we have. It invites international people 
here and where they go, the rest will 
follow. In the last few years they've 
seen the light about Superbikes and 
now that they've seen it, they've 
realized it’s going to happen and 
they're going to make it happen at 
Daytona. e

In response to Tom Burroughs’ 
letter in the Feb. 21 issue of Cycle 
News, I too feel rules are made for 
Experts as well as Beginners, but must 
say something in defense of Larry 
Roeseler and Bob Balentine. My many 
years of experience in running 
checkpoints and timing for desert 
races, Baja events and other 
competition, I find that riders 
traveling at high speeds are 
concentrating on riding and course 
markers with signs or flags to stop 
them at designated places. Seeing 
people trying to stop them on the 
course without the benefit of these, 
the riders look for an accident or 
something blocking the course. They 
have a split second to go around or 
drop it. 

As you said, your flagman was 
caught off guard and failed to get the 
flag up for either rider. You were short 
of being run over further down the 
trail. Roeseler was ahead, if only a few 
feet, thus giving Balentine another 
second to realize what was going on. 
While Balentine was stopped, Roeseler 
glanced back. How many riders go 
past an accident seeing people there 
and another rider already stopping? 

A senseless accident could have 
occurred with people trying to. wave 
down riders improperly and for what? 
A trophy, a few points and a couple 
lines of ink? A surprise check with no 
flag; .Roeseler probably didn’t know 
what the deal was till after ee 
Both he and Balentine are Pros and 
more aware of the importance of a 
checkpoint than an unseasoned rider. 
(Note the big buck races*they have 
raced and won.) You had positive ID 
on both riders, you knew they were 
there. and on the course. Balentine 
suffered a time loss, frazzled nerves 
and perhaps the win, but you cast a 








shadow on Roeseler's honesty. There is 
definitely another opinion in this case 
for whatever it is worth. Anyone can 
blow it and you did. No hard feelings; 
we all love the sport or we wouldn’t be 
supporting it with such enthusiasm.

Hurricane at home in 
Atlantaenvironment

ATLANTA, GA, MAR. 3 


It was raining. Tornado warnings were posted 
throughout Georgia as dire-hearted motocross 
fans huddled together beneath umbrellas in 
the open air seating of Atlanta Stadium. Below 


them the man-made AMA Toyo- 
ta Supercross Series track was a 
quagmire sea of floating goop. 
And only one rider was churning 
his way through the mess to certain 
victory in the Mr. PiBB sponsored 
Superbowl of Motocross III. That 
rider was Team Yamaha's Bob 
Hannah. The Hurricane had 
quenched the tornadoes and parted 
the flood waters. 

It had been raining throughout the 
day. For hours, water poured into 


Atlanta Stadium with gusting winds as ~ 


mechanics unloaded their vans into 
the cellar pit area hours earlier than 
usual in an attempt to try and 
waterproof their multi-thousand 
dollar machines, which by the end/ of 
the evening would be turned into so 
much junk. Team Yamaha picked a 
bad night to unveil their new lowered 
frame OW40 factory bikes. It was 
equally poor timing for Honda's 
Warren Reid to show off his trick new 
RC 250-79 with twin cradle front 
downtube frame and center port 
exhaust cylinder. 

The mud riders were slopping their 
way to victory. Behind Hannah, Team 
Suzuki’s newest addition Darrell Shultz 
pulled off second in the feature event 
on his Orville Shultz-tuned RH 250, 
with Yamaha's Rick Burgett, taking 
third place honors on his Bill West- 
prepped OW40. 

Practice was bad enough; so bad 
that Honda's Marty Smith wouldn't 
even go out and ride. There wasn’t any 
use, Marty figured, in going out to 


learn a track which wouldn’t be there 
an hour later. For Smitty it would be a 
bummer evening as he failed to make 
the feature by just one position in both 
his qualifier and semi-qualifier. Then 
in the consolation race he left his 
Honda stuck hub deep in a rut and 
walked away in disgust. 

For most other riders the evening 
wasn't much better. Three-time 250cc 
National Champion Tony DeStefano 
got’ 400 feet into the evening's first 
qualifying moto when mud jammed 
his chain with rocks and broke it. He 
was out for the evening. And it kept on 
raining... 

But while others floundered, there 
were those who prevailed. In the first 
qualifier it was the foul weather 
warrior, Bob Hannah, who splashed 
his Yamaha out into the lead ahead of 
Team Honda riders Gary Semics, 
Marty Smith and Steve Wise. But then 
both Smith and Wise got stuck 
somewhere on the course for nearly a 
lap which allowed Kawasaki's Tommy 
Croft to move up and pressure Semics 
for second. 

Hannah continued. pulling away 
from everyone, somehow missing all 
the holes that everyone else were filling 
up. Marty Smith came back from the 
middle of the pack joined by 
teammate Warren Reid who got a 
nearly last place start through the 
flying mud of turn one. It appeared at 
one point that. Smith actually passed 
Croft, Semics, or both for third or 
second place, but then dropped back 
to sixth place on the final lap when he 
got stuck in muck again.

It was difficult keeping track of 
positions they changed so often. But 
what was certain was that Hannah 
won by almost a lap in the eight-lap 
qualifier, lapping all the way up to 
third place behind Croft and Semics, 
ahead of Warren Reid and Steve 
Barton. 

The second qualifier had Suzuki's 
Danny LaPorte and KTM’s Frank 
Stacy side-by-side and trading 
mudpies for the lead halfway around 
the first lap after the start until they 


-both got bogged down. Then Marty 


Tripes, on a production CR Honda, 
way past into an 
uncatchable lead as Stacy and LaPorte 
recovered in his wake and renewed 
their battle, now over second place. 
Danny eventually floated his way into 
second place ahead of Frank for the 
finish. Honda rider Scott Lester 
collected fourth and Maico’s Danny 
Swartz was fifth. 

“Boy it's deep out there,” claimed 
Typhoon Tripes as he stretched his 
hands apart to signify just how deep 
the ala edly was. “If you fall down 
you'll never get back up without help.” 

More than one rider had to be 
reclaimed from underneath his fallen 
bike. And it kept on raining... 

The qualifiers kept losing more and 
more first lap leaders somewhere out 
on the course. Huge jumps like the 
Toyota Tower were nothing more than 
melting mounds of mud. For the first 
time in Supercross history nobody won 
the Toyota Tower jump contest 


-because nobody could get airborne off 


the hill, with the possible exception of 
Hannah in the first qualifier, or the 
guy that crashed at the top and rolled 
all the way to the bottom. 

Can-Am's Rich Eierstedt was 
another first lap leader who got lost, 
turning the lead of the third qualifier 
over to Darrell. Shultz, who had to 
slither his way around Rocket Rex 
Staten on the second lap to claim it. 
Rex kept his factory Yamaha in second 
place before becoming stuck again.

Shultz is the most determined rider 
American motocross has seen in years 
and doesn't want to settle for anything 
less than winning. He took the 
qualifier ahead of Moto-X Fox's Pat 
Moroney, Staten, Eierstedt, and 
veteran mud master Barry Higgins. 

Darrell Shultz, the Northern Cali- 
fornia Expert's advice for surviving the 
mud bath was, “Just stay out of those 
ruts. Just criss-cross back and forth 
across the tops of them. Don’t follow 
anybody in the ruts because you'll 
probably get stuck...and there's no 
way you can pass anyone in front of 
you, anyway. Maybe I was going so 
good because my throttle was sticking 
with mud and I couldn't slow down. I 
just bounced my way off the built-up 
berms in the corners to turn.” 

For the first time ever Suzuki was 
letting their factory American riders 
set-up their works bikes the way they 
want to make them competitive, a 
necessary step after last year’s 
problems. Darrell was running Works 
Performance shocks on his bike, and 
Kent Howerton was doing the same. 

It was Howerton who took his 
Suzuki to the win of the fourth and 
final qualifier as well. Mike Guerra 
had pulled off the start with his 
Husqvarna Support Team bike before 
getting bogged down and turning the 
lead over to Arlo Englund’s Vickery 
Yamaha.,Arlo held his front running 
position for a lap until Kent splashed 
by on the second lap to take control. 
Jeff Ward, dropped Arlo one more 
position before the finish line to give 
Kawasaki second place. Mike Bell 
paddled into fourth place behind Arlo 
and ahead of Kawasaki's Mickey 
Boone. i 

Joining the 25-bike starting lineup 
for the feature by way of the second 
chance semi-qualifiers were John 
Ayers, Oakland Supercross winner Jim 
Weinert with Team Green teammate 
Gaylon Mosier, and Mickey Kessler

International Champions 
Challenge — Rounds one/two 


U.S. jumps to 
big lead over 
World team

COSTA MESA, CA, MAR. 2 


For years this annual event has been called the 
U.S. versus the World, but this year the name 
was changed to the International Champions 
Challenge Series; and that is what it is all about. 


The best from the United 
States challenge the best Inter- 
national stars from England, 
New Zealand, Sweden and all 
points East. 


Round one 


With the playing of the National : 


Anthem, the near-capacity crowd sat 
down to a night of the hottest racing 
ever run on the small southland track. 
The final score showed a romp for 
the U.S., but we worked for every 
point. Before the first event was run, 
there was trouble when Mike Bast, the 
current U.S. Speedway Champ, broke 
the tapes at the starting line when he 
took off with the green light, which 
was not in time with the release of the 
starting gate. The trouble was quickly 
worked out so both the light and the 


gate worked together and the show was 
on its way. 

There were 18 events, all were four 
laps with two riders from each team on 
the track at the same time. To win was 
worth three points, a second place 
earned two points, a third one point 
and a zero for last. Of the 18 events, 
the U.S. team won 14; taking first and 
second in eight. They ran first and 
third in five others and first and last in 
one. 

The final score of 74 to 34 may look 
a bit lopsided, but you must remember 
that there are five nights of racing in 
this Challenge Series, with a total score 
being kept to determine the overall 
winner. In fact, it is possible to win 
more nights of racing than your 
opponent and lose by the point spread. 

In past years, the visitors have found 
the very small tracks very hard to use 
their full-throttle style of racing on. 














Costa Mesa is the smallest track. The 
next night of racing will see the whole 
show move to San. Bernardino on a 
much larger track and a much closer 
score. Then on two Thursday nights, 
Mar. 8 and Mar. 15, the show will be 
at Ascot; first on the quarter-mile 
track and then on the half-mile track 
one week later. And that is where, in 
the past, the score has really been lop- 
sided in favor of the visitor. 

There is one more night) of racing 
where the edge is in our favor. That 
will be on Mar. 10 at the Ventura 
County Fairgrounds; a Saturday night 
event on a track that is built to the 
same specs as Costa Mesa. 

So all in all, the Series is run on four 
tracks, two that give the edge to the 
visitor (Ascot on the big tracks), Costa 
Mesa and Ventura (the smallest 
tracks), and San Bernardino which is 
neutral ground for everyone. 


Round two 


SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAR. 4 

It's been years since anyone has 
run a daytime speedway race in 
the USA and it was a ball, with 
most of the fans armed with 


cameras. This rare chance to get 
pictures during a race meet was very 
well received. Most important of all, 
this was round two of the Challenge 
Series on the track where there was 
really no advantage for either side. At 
least that was what most of us thought, 
but the American riders are getting 
much better on the intermediate sized 
tracks and they again ran away with 
the show. 


The score, 70-38, was not quite as 


bad as Costa Mesa because of several 
events that ended up in ties. Of the 18 
events, the U.S. team won 10, taking 
first and second in eight, first and 
third in two, tying in six and only 
losing two events all day to the visitors. 

Even with two straight losses, the 
visitors are going to be hard to keep up 
with on the big tracks this week and 
next at Ascot. Though his team may 
have lost, Ivan Mauger was the high 





point rider at San Bernardino, one 
point up on Mike Bast. 

To give you some idea of just how 
well the American team is doing, 
all you have to do is look at the record 
of the team they are racing against: 

Ivan Mauger from New Zealand. 
World Speedway Champ 1968, 1969, 
1970, 1972, 1977. World 1,000 Meters 
Champion 1971, 1972, 1976. 
European Champ four times, British 
Champ four times. World Pairs 
Champ twice. 

Anders Michanek from Sweden. 


World Speedway Champ 1974. 1,000 — 


Meters Champ 1977. European 
Champ 1973. Swedish Champ three 
times. World Pairs Champ twice. 

Peter Collins from England. World 
Champ 1976. European Champ 1974. 

Malcolm Simmons from England. 
British Champ 1976.. World Pairs 
Champ twice. 

Larry Ross from New Zealand. 
New Zealand Champ 1977, 1978. 

The record books go on and on 
about this outstanding team that the 
U.S. team has beaten twice. 

We are not without our title 
holders, Mike Bast, current United 
States National Champ and six-time 
holder of the title, is the team captain. 
Mike also holds the California title. 
Bob Schwartz was East Coast Champ 
and Alan Christian was number one in 
Northern California a few years back. 
The other four riders on the American 
team all have track titles and special 
event glory: Big Jim Fishback, Dave 
Sims, Gene Woods, and Bruce 
Penhall. Their titles may not be 
known anywhere but here in Southern 
California, but by the time this race 
series is over, there may be a lot of 
looking in the record books. 

Being around all this super talent it 
is quite easy to get off the subject at 
hand, the racing. It was the best this 
reporter has seen in two or three years. 
The fans loved it and, even with a 


whole new set of grandstands installed ` 


over where the pits were, there was a 
near-turnaway crowd. The official 
race season will start here on Apr. 25, 
a Wednesday night. e

A surprise finisher, young Shawn 
McConnell took fourth place with nine 
points, just ahead of Dennis Sigalos, 


who improved with every race and 
would prove so later in the evening. 

In Handicap racing Bast's bike 
failed to start in his first heat, the 
two minute clock ran out and Bast was 
through for the evening. 

In main event number one, Dennis 
Sigalos riding from the 40-yard line 
began to pick off the front riders and 
continued to do so until he was in a 
comfortable lead. All night long Bill 
Cody was there, just behind but not 
quite a bride, and when the main 
event rolled by the “Wild Man” came 
up a close second. Finishing a surpris- 
ing and impressive third was Donny 
Faulkner, riding from the 20-yard 
line. 

In the Second Division Main the 
surprise winner was Scott Black, a 
regular finisher at Santa Ana. Second 
and third place were taken by two 
more regular Santa Ana competitors 
Steve Joiner .second and Paul 
Diguisippi third. 

In the Third Division Main, first 
place went to Jeff Carmello, who's 


looking for that second division ride. 
Second was Kent Shockley and third 
place went to Frank Manglone. 

Considering it was opening night 
with all the opening night confusion, 
new riders, old riders, new track for 
some, and some uncertainty; the 
racing was exciting and filled with 
plenty of racing surprises.

Shepherd 
wins opener, 
Schreiber 
DNF’s

NEWTONARDS, IRELAND, FEB. 10 
Rob Shepherd and Honda lead 
the world. That was the message 
loud and clear from Belfast on 
Saturday when Shep took the 
first round of the 1979 World Cham- 
pionship from a very much on-form 
John Reynolds (325 Suzuki). 

It was a great day for the British, 
who took the first four places in the 
Hurst Cup, repelling the foreign chal- 
lenge. 

Reigning champion Yrjo Vesterinen 
(325 Bultaco) was philosophical about 
his fifth position and pleased that his 
main rival, Martin Lampkin in third 
place, was only four championship 
points in front. 

If Shepherd can continue this form, 
then Vesterinen may well need to put 
himself into a higher gear if he is to 
win his fourth world crown. 

Held in super-tough conditions 
amidst the heavily forested Clande- 
boye Estate just outside Newtonards, 
the Northern Ireland round was classic 
blessed by reasonable .weather con- 
ditions and sections which were just 
right for the world stars. For while the 
event took 79 marks off Shepherd, all 
but one of the individual sections were 
cleaned. 

The formula was three laps of 24 
sections with a time limit of five hours 
after which riders were penalized .01 
marks per minute for up to one hour 

- before exclusion. 

Shepherd and Reynolds started 

numbers 37 and 38, respectively. Shep 


took his time, thinking deeply as to the 
best lines to take, while Reynolds, the 
20-year-old engineer from Wetherby 
and the new Suzuki signing, pressed on 
- a tactic which was eventually to pay 
off. 

At the end of lap one John was down 
in third place, three marks behind 
Malcolm Rathmell (310 Montesa). 
Malc took the first lap by storm, losing 
22 marks - the best lap score of the 
whole trial. One mark behind was 
Shepherd with Ulf Karlson (310 Mon- 
tesa) the tall Swede, pressing hard in 
fourth place, but Ulf had an absolute 
disaster on the second lap, dropping a 
mamouth 42, which plunged him 
down to tenth place. 

The first big lap surprise was the 
lack of form Martin Lampkin (350 
Bultaco) down in tenth place and 
triple World Champion Vesterinen 
(350 Bultago), who seemed slow to get 
in the groove after his long enforced 
winter layoff. Both men got to grips 
with the situation and improved with 
each lap to work their way up the 
leaderboard. 


David Hooke (325 Bultaco) and 
Nigel Birkett (310 Montesa) seemed 
set to capitalise on their early num- 
bers, tackling the sections before the 
slimy Irish mud was carried on to the 
rock slabs which abound in the Hurst. 

Nigel's first lap started badly, giving 
the easy climb of section one and re- 
peating the score at sub three which 
nobody managed to perfect all day. 
Hooke revelled in the conditions using 
his long legs to heave his machines 
over the rocks. 

Manuel Soler (325 Bultaco) footed 
hard on sub four where Vesty made 
good use of a long and calculated dab. 


Lampkin impressed on the ultra- 
difficult sub 12, achieving the only 
clean on the first lap. The third-gear 
climb over mammoth granite rocks of- 
fered little grip and called for aggres- 
sion, and Mart gave it all he could 
with a fast approach which paid 
dividends. Vesty stopped here but 
Shep forced the Honda up for one, 
while Reynolds footed clear to achieve 
the second clean of the day. 

On his second visit Shepherd used 


second gear, a choice he regretted as 
he fived the sub. On his third attempt 
he selected third gear for his final ap- 
proach escaping with a dab. 

Section 13 was indeed unlucky for 
some, the jagged rock steps becoming 
more difficult as the day progressed 
and only Shepherd, Soler and Jean 
Marie Lejeune (350 Montesa) achieved 
perfection. 

Marland Whaley, having a poor 
day, footed clear with minimal effort, 
but he was finally thwarted when he 
drowned his Montesa in deep mud on 
the second lap and called it a day. 

Vesty opted for caution and went 
for threes on each visit. It was here 
that Shep really sewed it up, losing two 
marks in total in camparison to the 
nine of John Reynolds. 

Shep was sheer magic and took the 
lead at the end of lap two with a score 
of 52 to Rathmell’s 56, Reynolds’ 58 
and Lampkin’s 62, all in with a chance 
as they started their final lap. 

Reynolds took the initiative with 
some fantastic rides on the early sec- 
tions. But he was unable to repeat his 
clean on the muddy section 22 where 
on his first lap he achieved the only 
success of the day. 

Reynolds came into the finish with a 
last-lap score ‘of 25 and a total of 84 
with over three-quarters of an hour to 
spare. 
Rathmell needed to score 28 to win, 
but Malcolm lost his rhythm and 
dropped a mammoth 40 going from 
second to fourth position, while 
Lampkin, whose second lap was his 
best, put in a final lap of 33 for third 
place. 

All were waiting for Shepherd and 
he made no mistakes, with a final lap 
score of 27 he settled the issue by a 
clear five marks for his second world 
championship round win for Honda. ®

Rathmell’s 
back on top

RHAYADER, ENGLAND, FEB. 17 
In devastating form, Malcolm 
Rathmell (310 Montesa) took 
the world title lead by winning 
the British round of the. World 
Trials Championship held in arctic 
conditions at Rhayader, Mid Wales, 
on Saturday by nine marks from 
reigning champion Yrjo Vesterinen 
(325 Bultaco). 


It was the best world round yet 
organised by the Rhayader enthusi- 
asts, who achieved a difficult task in 
even running the event after many of 
the main roads leading to Rhayamer 
had been blocked with drifting snow 
24 hours earlier, and drew praise from 
many of the sun-kissed foreigners who 
took seven of the first ten places. 


It was still a day of smiles for the 
home riders for Martin Lampkin (350 
Bultaco) and Nigel Birkett (310 Mon- 
tesa) took third and fourth places, and 
indeed Lampkin really looked to be in 
superb form until a complete disaster 
two groups from home cost him 
dearly. 


He too two dabs in the deep water of 
the first group, Cefnllyn, as did 
Vesterinen and Birkett, whilst Rath-_ 
mell and Charles Coutard (280 SWM) 
went one better to go through for 
single dabs. 

Tony Davis (325 Bultaco) looked 
like achieving the first clean until he 
dabbed right near the exit, whilst 
American Marland Whaley (310 Mon- 
tesa) led the world after he achieved 
perfection before losing his grip at 
Cross Keys where Birkett was one of 
only six successes. 





Coutard stopped as did an un- 
happy Rob Shepherd (369 Honda) 
who had suffered a feet-up five at Cef- 











nilyn when Rob pulled in the clutch 
and momentarily ceased forward 
motion, but Rathmell parted with a 
couple as did Lampkin and Vesterinen 
who began to control the trial with a 
dab apiece. 

Martin, sensing his opportunity, 
moved ahead of the field at Ashfield 
where, watched by a large crowd it- 
ching to see the action, he took the 
powerful Bultaco up eight slippery, 
rocky-hazards without loss in a display 
that had his rivals reeling. 


Rob Shepherd lost another five as 
his rear wheel found no grip on sheet 
ice in section two. He then stopped to 
charge the ignition timing of the Hon- 
da before continuing. Whaley and 
Chris Griffin (325 Suzuki) also crashed 
to a halt. Charles Coutard looked in 
big trouble before coming back from 
the dead to escape for two. Dave 
Thorpe’s attempt on the CCM drew 
great applause as the throaty four- 
stroked plonked round for one. 


Vesty, Rathmell and Manuel Soler 
were near faultless but all three were 
beaten by the penultimate two subs 
where Charles Coutard equalled Lamp- 
kin’s earlier brilliance. Shep’s Honda 
found it better as he went through for 
a dab but the final climb out-of the 
stream cost Malcolm two well spent 
dabs - a score repeated by Vesterinen 
although he was concerned that his 
third dab right on the ends cards 
should not be recorded. 


Fellow Scandinavian, Ulf Karlsson, 
achieved the day's second clean. Nigel 
Brikett got it all wrong before spen- 
ding another two dabs on three con- 
tinuous slippery subs at Hillgate where 
Vesty made a mess of sub two, tipping 
the Bultaco over backwards. 


Encouraged by what they saw Rath- 
mell fled up without loss, whilst 
Lampkin had a gigantic prod to leave 
the group for a total of four compated 
to Malcolm's seven, Coutard’s ten and 
Birkett’s and Vesterinen’s 12 apiece. 


Vesterinen dropped farther behind 
after Wernewidd and Allt-y-Bont 
where his 1] total compared badly to 
Lampkin’s three - and Rathmell’s two, 
but he put in the day's best ride at 
Doliago where only three people 
cleaned an awkward rocky stream-bed 
climb of the penultimate sub which 
caught Vesty, Malcolm and Martin for 
a dab apiece. 


Lampkin led by two marks from 
Rathmell on nine and 11, respectively 
before Cwm, Vesty was way down 
behind Birkett and Coutard with 24 
marks against him. But knowing the 
score he put in some unbelievable rides 
to only lose five marks for the group. 
Martin's lead vanished as the genial 
Yorkshireman lost a mammoth 23. 

It just went all wrong for Martin, 
who could not believe his change of 
fortune. Rathmell grabbed his oppor- 
tunity and went through for eight with 
a sequence which virtually sealed the 
issue in his favor. 

With time now ticking away, Rath- 
mell hurried on to Cabam Dam and 
played it ‘safety first’ to go through for 
eight. Lampkin hit back to lose but 
five, while Vesty lost seven which was 
just good enough to snatch him second 
place. 

It was a jubilant Rathmell who had 
emerged from two years. in the cham- 

ionship wilderness. e
